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Just at the present time “ Our Dave,” as 
they call him down here, has his hands near- 
ly full making preparations for the success- 
ful inauguration of the world’s fair at St. 
Louis. He has gone into the work with the 
extraordinary energy, the abundant en- 
thusiasm, and the heaven born genius for 
command which has made a multi-million- 
aire out of a poor country boy, and which 
has converted a merely successful board of 
trade operator into the mayor of St. Louis,’ 
the governor of Missouri, the secretary of 
the Interior under Grover Cleveland, and the 
president of the Louisiana Purchase expo- 
sition. 

This latter job, so good an authority as Mr. 
Francis himself says, is the hardest work 
of all, and he is giving his entire attention to 
it from early morning until late at night, 
with only a few interruptions on account of 
his personal business, although that personal 
business has as many ramifications as that 
of any man in this city of prosperous enter- 
prises. 

Still Known as *“‘Governor.”’ 

Some tities stick to men naturally, and so 
it is not extraordinary that, although Mr. 
Francis was in the cabinet at Washington, 
he is still called “‘ governor’ by those who 
are not sufficiently intimate_to call him 
“* Dave.” When I dropped into his office in 
the administration building of the new 
world’s fair we entered the door at the same 
time, and so I was at once put into posses- 
sion of the early morning methods of a man 
with a thousand irons in the fire, every one 
et which has to be kept hot. 

Within thirty seconds after ‘“‘ the governor” | 
reached his desk he was manipulating a pri- 
vate line telephone giving direct connection 
with his business office downtown. The man 
who was at the other end of that telephone 
knew his business. He had to,. because 
Francis fired in questions with the utmost

Hopes to Learn More Today. 

Police Captain Kanzia is confident that if 
the two prisoners have anything to tell he 
will be able to enforce a confession today.

What the Gambling Law Is | 
Tite following are the statutes quoted, all 
Heine sections of chapter 38 of the Illinois 
‘oriminal code. As will be seen, owners of 
mroperty where shops are allowed 
may be held jointly liable as offenders. On 
tuie ecore it may be said that the buildings 
in which some of the largest shops flourish 
owned by prominent Chicagoans who 
frequently in civic reform movements.

126. Gaming. Whoever shall

“ Section 181—Whoever, in a house, shop, 


or building owned or occupied by him, or } 


under his control, knowingly permits the set- 
ting up, managing, or drawing of such lot- 
tery, and whoever knowingly suffers money 
or other property to be raffied for in such 
house, shop, or building, or to be won there 
by throwing or using dice, or by any other 
game of chance, shall, for each offense, be 
fined not exceeding $2,000."" 

Section 182 provides further that whoever 
ehali sell, *‘ either by himeelf or for another 
person, or offers for sale, or has in his pos- 
session with intefft to sell or offer for sale, or 
aids in selling, any lottery ticket, shall be 
fined not exceeding $2,000 for each offense, 
It is held that this section is particularly ap- 
plicable. Other sections following these pro- 
vide for jail imprisonment for the second 
offenge and flor the forfeiture of all money 
or property handled by the defendants on 
which the authorities can get their hands. 

Chapter 30 of the reyised code, too, con- 
tains sections which it is held could be en- 
forced egainst the policy crowd. Section 709 
provides a penalty of from $25 to $200 for 
each. person found in possession of devices 
needed in conducting any game of chance. 
Those who “‘ own, keep, maintain, manage, 
or conduct ”’ places for any kind of gambling 
are held liable, by section 706, to fines not 
exceeding $200. Dealing with lotteries spe- 
cifically, section 713 states: 

“ Whoever sets up or promotes any lottery 
for money, or by way of lottery disposes. of 
any property of value, real or personal, and 
whoever aids, either by printing or writing, 
or is in any way concerned in such lottery, 
shall, for each offense, be fined not leas than 
$50 nor more than $200.”’ 

These laws, it is held by legal experts, will 
be sufficient to wipe out policy. | 


Poor Are Policy Wild. 


Policy today has a grip on Chicago that 
little dreamed of by the average citizen. So 
éxtensive have become the operations of the 


‘syndicate among the poor and credulous that 


it. is practically impossible to estimate ac- 
curately the number of dens in which it 
thrives. 

The 1,400 branch offices are but the princi- 
pal centers from which the evil throws out 
its tentacles. In each of these shops four or 
five different books are operated, as a rule, 
and if the shop has only one book it is sure 
to have several subsidiary dens within a 
radius of half a block which are dependent 
upon it for forwarding the bets and distrib- 

All out along Milwaukee avenue, West 
Madison street, Ogden avenue, Halsted 
street, North Clark street, Clybourn avenue, 
South State and Dearborn streets, and Ar- 
mour avenue the shops are aimost countless. 
They vary in pretension all the way from a 
whole floor brick front to ramshackle coal 
sheds, back alley coops, and open air loafers’ 
corners. In some sections of the city, like the 
black belt and the Ghetto, every kitchen isa 
policy shop where women policy writers can 
call and take bets. 


Pastors Fighting the Evil. 

Out in Hyde Park and. Woodlawn the game 
has secured a foothold from which the 
repeated efforts of reform associations have 
failed to dislodge it. The Rev. George W. 
Slater, pastor of the Hyde Park People’s 
ehurch (African), has fought the evil single 
handed for years and a few weeks ago he 
succeeded in enlisting the coéperation of the 
white ministers of the Methodist and Presby- 
terian churches. An investigation has been 
started and evidence‘is being collected for 
use in a prosecution of the Hyde Park gang. 

Most of the games in that neighborhood are 
conducted in barber shops and boot blacking 
rooms. The women of the two churches 
named have been making a canvass of the 
situation. They have found policy shops at 
5522 Lake avenue, rear, at 200 and 328 Sixty- 
third street, and five places in Madison ave- 
nue, between Sixty-seconé and Sixty-fourth 
streets. 


. §chool Children Its Prey. 


One feature of the situation is the swarm- 
ing of the policy shops about schools and 
churches. The syndicate inaugurated a cani- 
paign arfiong the school children about three 
years ago, and since then the mites of the 
urchins which would have been expended 
for candy have been poured into the coffers 
of the policy “ graft.” 

Inspector Wheeler, when he was captain 
at Maxwell street station, made an investi- 
gation which revealed a shocking condition 
of affairs in his district. He found that 
every school building had its alley comple- 
ment of half a dozen policy shops. . 

As soon as the bell for recess rang the 
children were accustomed to troop out to 
play the “ gigs "’ and * saddles ” of the penny 
lottery. There were even ‘“ barkers’’ atthe 
doors of the shops whose business*it was 
to attract new patrons among the pupils. 

As regards nationality, policy probably has 
its greatest hold on the colored population. 
The distribution of shops is greatest per 
block in the black belt. which lies between 
Wentworth and Wabash avenues and Twen- 
ty-sixth and Thirty-ninth streete. In that 
quarter “ Dick ’’ Stevens is king of the game, 
presi@ing over the operation of 150 branch 
offices. His headquarters is in the alley im- 
mediately behind the Bethel Methodist 
church. The income of the game here aver- 
ages $20 a day for each branch. 

In this section there are a dozen alleys 
which contain from ten to fifteen shops. to 
the block. They are generally in the vicinity 
of schools, and the liveliest spot of all is the 
alley which ¢nds opposite the Armour mis- 
sion in Thirty-third street. 


Pennies Risked, Then Tears. 


Boys, old men, working women, and even 
starving people scrape together a daily pit- 
tance to stake a last hope on the cast of 
the policy die. It is no unsual sight to see 
a woman burst into tears at the announce- 
ment of the drawing, and confess that she 
went hungry to save her last nickel for the 
morning bet. 

A typical scene was that in the alley near 
the Armour mission yesterday afternoon. 
The: betting for the second drawing of the 
day was in full tilt. The neighborhood was 
flocking to the game from all directions. 
They. were mostly negroes with a fair sprink- 
ling of whites. In Ones and twos they 
emerged from the policy shops scanning their 
tickets and talking volubly of the supersti- 
tions om which they had based ‘théir sélec- 
tions of gigs and saddies and rows. 

' Here came a woman absorbed in a dream 
book from which she was gleaning a “ tip ”’ 


for a play; there paced a couple of women

She disappeared in the shop. And so the 
excitement of the penny wagers ran till the 
arrival of the buggy bringing the results 
of the morning drawings. The buggy serv- 
ice is a new institution evolved from the 
resourceful brain of “ Policy Sam,.’’ who 
manages the distribution of drawings to the 
branch offices. The keeper of a branch pays 
a dollar a week for the buggy service. Other- 
wise he has to send a messenger to the main 
downtown offices twice a day to get the re- 
sults of the drawings. That is too expensive 
in car fare aione. 


How Drawings Are Held. 


The drawings of each “ book” are held 
twice a day. Seventy-eight numbers are, 
theoretically, held in a ree Twelve are 
withdrawn for each of the morning drawings 
and thirteen for each of the afternoon draw- 


ings. The most simple form of gambling at 


policy is a wager on the first number drawn. 
As there are seventy-eight numbers the odds 
against guessing the first out should be sev- 
enty-seven to one. Instead of those odds, 
fifty to one is paid. Twenty-five to one is 
paid that the number cannot be guessed 
which will be first out in either of the morn- 
ing drawings. The od@ds should be thirty- 
eight to one. | 

Most familiar of the polity plays is known 
as a “ gig.’ The player attempts to guess 
three of the twelve numbers drawn in the 
morning or three of the thirteen numbers 
drawn in the afternoon. In the morning the 
odds are 100 to 1 against the “ gig,’’ and in 
the afternoon the same odds are paid, less 
12% per cent.. Instead of being 100 to 1 the 
legitimate odds against a “‘ gig’ should be 
341 to 1. 

There is what is known as a cross gig, 
which permits the three numbers to be drawn 
in either of the drawings, morning or after- 
noon. The odds are cut to 8 tol. A “ gad- 
dle’’ consists of two numbers instead of 
three, and the odds are cut to 12 tol. A 
* horse ’’ consists of four numbers, and the 
odds are 400 to 1; they should be 1,200 to 1. 


Players Are Superstitious. 

With negro players 4-11-44 compose a fa- 
vorite “ gig,”’ and when the three numbers 
appear; as they do on an average of about 
once a year, the fact is well advertised. 
The ‘dead gig,’ to be played after the 
death of a relative or some noted person, is 
made up of “ 9-19-29.’’ The “fire gig’’ is 
6-46-69.”" The shoe gig got is 5-9-16."’ 
The “ eating gig is 2-12-21.” The“ straw 
hat gig,’ which is played by all policy play- 
ers on the appearance of the first straw hat 
on the street, is “1-8-71."_- 

But policy, even with its enormous per- 
centages, is not honestly. conducted, The 
betting sheets are sent to the main office 
before the drawing takes place, and all num- 
bers on which big plays have been made are 
secretly withdrawn from the wheel before 
the draw. 


King and His Methods. 


“ Patsy "’ King is not only the policy dic- 
tator of Chicago, but he is the direct pupil 
of ‘“ Al”’ Adams, the New York policy king, 
who has been landed’ in the penitegtiary. 
Adams originated, King adapted. 

Adams was a brakeman in early life, but 
King has been a gambler all his days. He 
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CONNECTED WITH GAMBLING EVIL. | 
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used to deal faro bank in Clark street in the ' 


palmy days of gambling in Chicago, and his 
power in the world in which he moves ‘has 
been steadily growing. Heis active in demo- 
cratic politics and has held several! positions 
in the management of the party. 

Untike Adams in one respect, King 


-gtrengthens himself by building up his po- 


litical influence in the open. Adams always 
sought. self effacement in order to conceal 
his connection with the policy trust of New 
York. -King makes no pretensions of. con- 
cealing his gambling operations, but he re- 
lies on his “ pull” to keep him from harm, 
no matter how bold his operations become. 
Thus i is that the policy evil has grown to 
be openly admitted by all concerned in the 
swindle, while the general understanding 


among the gamblers is that King muet not 


be molested by the police. fis; 
King’s power is now such that recently 
he took over the protection of all the hand 
book gambiers in the First ward. They make 
their books on the races in the back rooms of 
saloons, and they open and shut up shop at 
the word of “ Patsy King. 


| Now Supreme in Policy. 

King has been fifteen years getting his grip 
on the policy swindle. J. Arthur Webb was 
onee the lord protector of the game and 
King was grand. vizier, but the death of the 
former two years ago left “‘ Patsy’ heir 
to the throne. King is a big hulking being 
with an oxlike neck, a pair of beetling eyes, 
and features betraying little evidence of in- 
telligence. But his genius at gulling the 
credulous has long been recognized. 

* Al” Adams introduced penny horse race 
gambling among the New York school chil- 
dren. ._King immediately transplanted the 
idea to Chicago, amplified it In several par- 
ticulars, and combined it with ‘his policy 
sheets. Later Adams brought out “ dream 
books,’’ which attracted the superstitious. 
These books are guides to the interpretations 
of dreams and give tips on what numbers 
should be played after certain dreams. King 
caught at that idea and the dream books he 
invented for Chicago were wonders in their 


way: 
Finds Profit in Sermons. 
Strange as it sounds, King caused the great- 
est revival of church going among Chicago 
colored folk that has been witnessed in many 
years of shouting revivals. In one of his 
dream books he threw out the hint that espe- 
cially lucky tips were all numerica) utter- 
ances of ministers in their pulpits. 
If the pastor announces hymn 42 on page 
68 play 42-68; if he preaches from John til., 17, 
play 3-17. Soon the negroe# were flocking to 
the churches and securing “sacred tips ” 
enough to last them a whole week of policy 
playing. | 
King came to have such admiration for the 
methods of Adams that he made several trips 
to New York to study the organization ofthe 
game in that city, and as a result the schemes 
of operation in the two cities are identica)

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trusted Heutenants. Johnson is so high in the 
regard of the boss that he is given free rein 
in the operation of the bung loo games and in 
promoting policy in general among the col- 
ored population. 

“Policy Sam,"’ not content with his rakeoff 
as manager of the buggy service, branched 
out a few months ago with the operation of 
tough dance halls in the black belt. He ran 
the *‘ Castle on the Nile ’’ in State street, be- 
tween Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth, and 
the orgies of this place were so shocking that 
public indignation caused its removal to 
Dearborn and Twenty-ninth streets. There 
@ mueder finally occurred in one of the mid- 
night jamborees and the police closed the 
place. But “ Policy Sam,” under protection 
of * Patsy ”’ King, is still operating two other 
halls in the same vicinity. 

A thriving policy branch in the black belt 
is the ‘“ Little Board of Trade,’ 2929 Dear- 
born street. This place, which is in “ Dick ”’ 
Stevens’ territory, is crowded. with petty 
gamblers all day and most of the night. Four 
books are operated there, and each pays $10 
a month for the privilege to the owner of the 
property. 

_ Downfall of Adams. 


In view of the Chicago agitation the cir- 
cumstances leading up to the conviction of 
** Al” Adams are interesting. It was long 
after Adams had grown into great wealth, 
and after his policy system was established, 
its ramifications reaching all over greater 
New York, that a young man entered into 
conflict with him. At first the battle was all 
one sided, but fortune sometimes does favor 
the right, and victory shifted. 

Capt. F. Norton Goddard, inheriting a large 
business, employing many men, became in- 
terested in the home conditions of his em- 
ployés. He hae never been a theorist, and 
his dreams of improving the world have 
never been wild. He sought no fight with the 
* policy king,’’ and entered into conflict only 
when he. had to. He had Nved down in the 
@ast side, and he knew the troubles that 
beset the poor. His motto was ‘‘ Help aman 
to help himeeft.”” He saw that the greatest 
of evile against which the poor struggled 
was the policy net cast by Adams and his 
hirelings. 

Adams received a call one day from Capt. 
Goddard. There was a plain statement of 
fact, and Capt. Goddard with a pencii drewa 
line around a small section of the city, asking 
Adams to withdraw his policy shope there- 
from. He explained that those in whom he 
had a direct interest lived in that section, and 
if he was accommodated he would appreciate 
the favor and would observe a truce with 
the policy sy ndicate. 


War on Policy King. 


Adams laughed -in the face of his caller, 


denying that he had anything to do with 
policy, and let it be understood that he would 
not cut off one penny from his great income 
to oblige any one. Goddard withdrew, an- 
nouncing that he would fight for those de- 
pending upon’ him, and that when he fought 
he generally won. Again Adams laughed, 
the absurdity of the entire affair striking 
him so forcibly that he told of it as a good 
joke, ‘to be laughed at by his associates. 

Goddard began work. At first he attempt- 
ed to close the policy shops in the district in 
which he was interested. Then he learned 
that more drastic efforts were necessary 
if he was to accomplish anything. He went 
to politicians and demanded their assistance 
in driving policy gambling from w York. 
Promises were made, but not to be kept. 
Soon Goddard learned that he was being de- 
ceived, and he organized the Civic club for 
the purpose of giving himself a headquar- 
ters; and so that he might surround himself 
with men interestéd in his work. 

Goddard entered politics, and he forced 
himself to the front. soon becoming the re- 
publican leader of hié’district, a man wifo 
had to be reckoned with. Then he wasina 
position to make deals on his own account. 


» he determined to reach them. 


He played politics, and he fought fire with 
fire. Pressure was brought to bear, and the 
“policy king” learned that he had a real 


fight on his hands. ; 
of the End. 


Then Adams visited Capt. Goddard, offering 
to withdraw all policy shops from Goddard's 
district if the contest was called off. That 
time Capt. Goddard laughed. He called at- 
tention to his prediction that he would win, 
and he refused to compromise with the man 
who had robbed the poor for so many years. 

Unexpectedly a raid was made aan the 
headquarters of the policy syndicate in West 
Thirty-third street, Dec. 14, 1901, and at the 
same time ‘‘ Al’ Adams, the king, was ar- 
rested. Papers were found in his possession 
which later led to hjs conviction. He made 
a great show of bluster and indignation, as- 
serting that securities worth $100,000 had 
been stolen from him by the men who made 
the raid. He was brought to trial, and there 
were reports that the jury had beén “ fixed.” 

A disagreement indicated that there might 
have been some truth in the report. Then 
Adams dared District Attorney Jerome to 
have him retried. He believed that he could 
beat the court by reaching the jury. 

Mr. Jerome was not ready, and Adams went 
his way, confident that he had escaped the 
possibility of conviction. In the meantime a 
search was being made of his record. He 
was driven from his masonic lodge, and he 
was made to feel the weight of publie scorn. 
Then he was brought to trial before Jucge 
Scott. He was convicted, and after being 
branded as the meanest of mean gamblers he 
was sentenced to one year in prison at Sing 


At the time of his sentence Adams uttered 
what amounted to perjury. He told the court 
that he had never been convicted, while the 
records show that in June, 1883, Adams 
pleaded guilty, he having been indicted for 
running a policy game. On various other oc- 
casions he, with Adolph Jantzen and ‘“ Mike " 
Bergen, was indicted, but invariably the in- 
dictments were “‘ stolen,’’ much to the amuse- 
ment of the indicted men. The days of stolen 
indictments seem to have passed, at least 
temporarily. 


Even Disgusts a Burglar. 
Associated with “* Al ’’Adams in some of his 


.gambling ventures was “Shang’’ Draper, 


once regarded as an expert burglar and 
safe breaker. - Draper could countenance 
the holding up of a full grown man who had 


‘a chance for his life and his money, but he 


has. secretly loathed Adams, regarding 
policy as 50 per cent stronger than highway 
robbery. Draper has made fortunes and has 
given them away. No man ever appealed to 
him in vain for assistance, and no man was 
ever known to appeal successfully to Adams 
for relief. 

As soon as his capital permitted Adams 
branched out into other lines of gambling. 
But he always confined his efforts to fleecing 
the weak and ignorant. For the negroes he 
established crap games. A system of rou- 
lette games was built up, reaching from the 
Battery to the Bronx. The play of men with 
monéy was never desired. They might pos- 
sibly win, and Adams wanted to take no 
chances. 

When Adams established his “ kindergar- 
ten’’ games his agents went among the 
boys in the public schools and persuaded 
them to learn the dangerous allurement of 
roulette. He backed poolrooms where 25 
and 50 cent wagers were taken on the horses. 
His were recruiting stations, and he never 
paid bounty for enlistments into his army. 
At one time he was interested in more than 
100 gambling places, not counting the policy 
shops through which he gathered the pennies 
of his “ soldiers."’ 


Willing to Buy Protection. 

He was shrewd, was ‘Al’ Adams, the 
policy king. He needed police protectidn, 
and he was willing to buy it, paying no more 
than was absolutely necessary. But he 
wanted to be sure of protection. He saw 
the growing strength of certain men, and 
Mike Ber- 
gen was persuaded to take employment with 
him, and was permitted to fatten his own 
purse. Bergen is a brother-in-law of William 
S. Devery, who for years controlled the police 
force of New York. Another one of his 
trusted Heutenants was a relative of Frank 
Farrell, a power in Tammany hall. and the 
head of a gambling syndicate. Finally he 
allied with him Adolph Jantzen, known for 
his connection with that under world of 
New York, those unrecognized creatures who 
have wielded a powerful strength in politics 
in spite of Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst. 

That was the work of ‘‘Al"’ Adams. ‘the 


policy king. But there was another Adams. : 


To protect the second, “ Al” kept as much 
as possible out of the light of publicity.. He 
pushed his Neutenants forward, and marched 
stolidly along in their shadow, directing and 
collecting. He was seldom:recognized when 
he appeared on the street, and he would 
have been pleased could he have been en- 
tirely forgotten by thé general public. 
Printed on the ground glass door of a 
richly furnished real estate establishment in 
West Thirty-fourth street is the name “ Mr. 
Adams.” In that office, sitting at a desk, 
until recently was Mr. Adams, real estate 
operator, banker, snd man of affairs. In 
appearance he was @ prosperous and trust- 
worthy business man. He had money to 
lend. and he demanded good security rather 
than usurious interest. It was the same 
Adams who was robbing the army of the

Letters from young women who are will- 
ing to accept the services of a ‘‘ well bred ” 
escort are causing a commotion in the Union 
League club. 

There is a mystery back of it all, and Col. 
George Fabyan, member of the Union 
League, the Chicago, the Calumet, and other 
clubs, is storing up wrath against the per- 
son who is making engagements with young 
women and signing his name “ George W. 
Fabian" on the stationery of the Union 
League club. Besides, there is disappoint- 
ment in the hearts of the young women. 

The storm has been gathering for nearly 
a week. Yesterday it broke, and last night 
half the members and employés of the Union 
League club were wondering what the 
dénouement would be. There is a guard 
watching for “ George W. Fabian” should 
he call for letters at the club, and there are 
private detectives in the newspaper offices 
trying to catch a person who is described 
as “a tall, blond man, weighing 165 pounds, 
and wearing a light overcoat.’’ During the 
last week this man inserted three adver- 
tisements in Chicago papers. . 

Here’s the Trouble Maker. 

These.” ads’ which started all the trouble 
read as follows: 

PERSONAL-—Any lady requiring escort for even- 
ing entertainment, theater, etc., can make ar- 
rangements with well bred young man for same 
by addressing No. ——. this office. 


Some young women who had failed to 


find escorts or who wanted to dazsle 
their friends by exhibiting a strange bedu 
began to answer the advertisements. The 
day after they mailed their letters they re- 
ceived replies, written in small, copper plate 
style on blue paper—the blue paper peculiar 
to the Union League club, with the name 
“Union league club, Chicago,"" embossed 
in the upper left hand corner. The letters 
were signed *‘ Very truly yours, George W. 
Fabian.” 

The fact that the prospective escort to 
“evening entertainments’’ wrote on the 
stationery of the Union League club prob- 
ably strengthened the confidence of. the 
young women who were without desirable 
escorts, for they hastened to write second 
letters in care of the cluh setiilng /orth their 
wants and loying thele secrets before the

fut it so happens that there is no such 
person as “‘ George W. Fabian’ who holds 
membership in the Union League club. 
The nearest to that name is George Fabyan, 
once colonel on the governor’s staff, a 
wealthy man,/and a lover of fine horses, 
who is engaged in jewelry and other busi- 
ness in Chicago. So the clerk placed 
“ George W. Fabian’s"’ letters in George 
Fabyan’s letter box at the club. 

That evening Mr. Fabyan received two of 
the letters. He opened the first missive, 
scowled a little when he saw his name spelled 
with an “i,”’ and then proceeded to read. In 
a moment’he found that he was to meet’a 
certain north side girl at a certain drug store 
and escort her to the theater. She offered 
“to pay all expenses.”’ 

Mr. Fabyan took a quick look around to 
see that no one had observed him, and then 
retired to a secluded chair to study that let- 
ter. Then he put it away with extreme care, 
lest some one at homie might find it and not 
understand. 


Finds Himself “Dated.” 


When Mr. Fabyan opened the second letter 


he discovered that he was “ dated " to takea 
young school girl to a party. Then he 
thought he scented a joke, but kept quiet 
about it and carefully watched the faces of 
his friends to see if any of them were baving 
fun with him. | 

The next day more letters came to “ George 
W. Fabian,’ and George Fabyan laid the 
matter before his lawyer and asked for ad- 
vice. 3 

No one around.the Union League club 
knows ‘George W. Fabian ’’—that is, no 
one can be discovered who will admit such 
knowledge. The handwriting is not known 
to the clerk or to any of the members to 
whom it was shown. If the matter is a joke 
no one seems to have grasped the point, ex- 
cept, possibly, the perpetrator. 

As for the girls, they are left with the con- 
solation that had Mr. Fabyan been Mr. Fa- 
bian they would have had one of the hand- 
somest men in Chicago as an escort. 


FATAL SHOOTING FOLLOWS 
ROW OVER SALOON BILL. 


Michael Curran Wounded in Abdomen 
and Doctors Say He Will Die—Charles 
Wade Surrenders to the Police. 


Members of the notorious “ Trilby ” gang, 
which makes its headquarters in the saloons 
near Kinzie street and Cerfter avenue, éen- 
gaged in a shooting affair last night which 
resulted in the fatal wounding of Michael 
Curran, alias *‘ Gooseberry,’ who is said to 
have a long police record. 

Curran was shot by Charles Wade, former- 
ly a saloonkeper at Kinzie street and Center 
avenue, and reported by the police to be a 
desperate character and an ex-convict. The 
shooting followed a quarrel relative to a bill 
for $16.80, which Wade said Curran owed him 
for drinks. 

Wade sold his saloon to J. J. McGurin two 
weeks ago, but was there last night when 
three men, described by Wade as **‘ Chuck-- 
ins,”’ a man named McGrail, and Michael Cur- 
ran entered the place. Wade went to Cur- 
ran and asked him about the bill, and the 
quarrel began. 

McGrail is said to have fired the first shot, 
and Wade responded promptly, the bullet en- 
tering Curran’s abdomen. The injured man 
fell to the floor unconscious, and was taken 


to the county hospital, Where the doctors | 


said he could not live. He is said to live at 
3638 West Kinzie street. 

Wade went to the West Chicago avenue 
police station and surrendered himself, and 
the police are hunting for ‘“‘ Chuckins "’ and 
McGrail. 

“Those fellows have been laying for me 
for a long time,’’ said Wade to the police. 
“They came into McGurin’s for the purpose 
of getting me, and I got one of them. Mc- 
Grail shot at me before I did af Curran, and 
I only fired because I did not care to stand 
there and get winged myself. I have given 
that fellow clothing and money, and in spite 
of all that he had it In for mé.” 

The police say Wade's photograph isin the 
rogues’ gallery in the West Chicago avenue 
station, and that he has served in the peni- 
tentiary for robbery. He says he lives a 
Austin avenue and Elizabeth street.

Bricks were hurled through the win- 
dows, and by means of long poles thrust in 
through the windows the belts were thrown 
off the pulleys which operate the washers. 
The women employed in the place became 
panic stricken and fied.

They dispersed the strikers, but 
not before the employés had been called out. 
During the excitement a man who was said to 
be a business agent of the union attacked 
one of the women who were employed in the 
laundry.

released. 
No Decisive Action. 

Meetings were held in the Briggs house by 
the laundry owners and in Oriental hall by 
the workers, but no decisive action was taken 
by either body. Nearly 2,000 workers atten 4- 
ed the meeting in Oriental hall, the majority 
being women. The meeting was addressed 
by ganizer Fitzpatrick, Thomas Wlison 
(p dent of the uffion), H. M. Dietrich of’ 
the federation of labor, and Organizer Bates 
of the telegraphers’ union. The prolonga- 
tion of the strike until such time as all of the 
laundry owners in Chicago should have 
signed the agreement was urged by. President 
Wilson. 

About 130 of the laundrymen were present 
at the meeting in the Briggs house. Speeches 
were made by various members of the associ- 
ation but no action was taken.

'fluence, and he must adjust their duties, their 
relative nank, and their different opinions fn 
such a way as to produce the best results 
without at any time depriving himself of 
their loyal services.” 


Never Makes an Engagement. 


** One of my rules,"’ continued Mr. Francis, 
as he looked out of the window and glanced 
over to where the roofs df the newly com- 
pleted fair buildings cut élearly across the 
sky line, ‘‘is never to make any definite en- 
gagements to see people. I tell a man where 
I will be about a certain time, but he must 
/ take his chances on finding me at his disposal. 
Throughout all my public life I have found 
the greatest strain is anticipating interviews. 
That is to say, the real nervous tension comes 
not so much from listening to the man with 
whom you are engaged at the time, but from 
the consciousness that other men are waiting 
fm their turn for an interview. . 

“If you dispose of each case as it comes up 
to you without endeavoring to anticipate the 
‘cases to follow, as is necessary when you 
make definite engagements, you escape the 
greatest waste of nerve force in the conduct 
of large enterprises. The men who need to 
see you most know when is the best time to 
see you, and you need not worry about-their 
presenting matters to you if they really need 
your attention. 

As a general rule the man in an executive 
position is pestered so much with unimpor- 
tant details that he cannot give proper atten- 
nary the really important features of his 
work.” 


Democrat of the Old School. 


** Gov.” Francis is a thorough paced demo- 
crat. He has never been anything else all 
his life. He did not vote for Bryan in 
1896, but he did vote for Palmer and Buck- 
ner, who clearly represented his views as

Francis will come out of it with great per- 
sonal credit and thousands of warm friends 
all over the counfry.

With a harmonious 
democracy it would be quite natural to turn 
toward a man like Francis, who was born in 
‘Kentucky, went to school there, and was 
graduated from the. old Washington univer- 
sity in St. Louis in 1870. | 

The grandson of a soldier of 1812, a product 
of the borderland between the north and 
south, his party would find an ideal candi- 


attractive man in the prime of his energetic 
manhood, and with the ripe experience of an 
extraordinarily successful business and po- 
litical career. 

“Our Dave” will be a political factor 
when the “gum shoe bills’ and the other 
eccentric developments of the Mad Mullah 
period of the democracy finally have 
squirmed their way into oblivion. .

AMERICAN CAVALRY DEFENDED. 


Col. W. 8. Edgerly Declares Gen. Baden- 
Powell Wrong in Estimate cf 
&merican Troops. 


Washington, D. C,, May 2.—[{Special. ]—Col. 
Winfield 8. Edgeriy, U. S. A., commanding 
the Second cavairy at Fort Myer, Va., does 
mot. like the criticisms of American cavalry- 
men made by Gen. Baden-Powell, who re- 
cently visited this country. Gen. Baden- 
Powell was quoted in an interview before 
he sailed as saying that he thought the 
American cavalrymen were undersized. 
drank too much coffee, and ate too rich food 
to cultivate their endurance, but that the. 
— cavalry horses are the best.in th 
world. 

It was a crack troop of the Second cavairy 
that Gen. Baden-Powell saw drill‘at Fort 
Myer*when he visited Washington. Col. 
Edgerly said: 

“*It seems to me that Gen. Baden-Powel! 
made a mistake tn judging the whole cav- 
alry of the United States by the few men he 
saw in Madison Square garden in New York. 
These men had been selected to perform some 
one particular athietic feat. They were 
younger and lighter than the average sea- 
somed: trooper. The slight, slender, youthful 
looking Ameritans, however, usually hav 
muscles of steel.’’ 

Concerning Gen. Baden-Powell's assertion 
that the men lacked endurance, Col. Edgerly 
said that the endurance and fighting qualities 
of the federal and confederate cavalry in the 
civil war changed the cavalry tactics of the 
world In the Indian campaigns some of the 
marches made by the troops never were 

* ‘There have been so many exhibitions of 

cé in “the west,” Col. Edgerly con- 
tinued, “ that to cite only a part of them 
would require a book: The Custer campaign, 
in‘ which I took part, is an instance, We 
marched almost steadily for three days, and 
then went into the fight wifhout rest. In this 
long ride we lost oniy one horse. and not one 
of the men was reported as sick. 

“One hundred mile rides by the officers, 
cowboys, and troopers, the distance being 
covered in twenty-four hours or less, have 
been. so frequent In the west that they are 
regarded as common. As regards our men, 
we are so sure of them that we give all our 
attention to the horses. The cavalry is as 
strong as ite-horeesi”=--

Norman E, Mack of Democratic Com-.

St. Louis, Mo., May 2.—[Special.]—Demo- 
cratic National Committeeman Narman E.

civilized nation. | 


Introduces Secretary Boot. 

“T am glad to have the chance not merely 
of greeting you this morning but of asking’ 
you to listen to a few words from one of: 
the ablest public servants with whom any 
nation at the present time is blessed, and as 
great a war secretary as any war nation 
has ever had. 1 introduce to this audience 
my friend and your servant, the Hon. Blihu 
Root, secretary of war.”’ 

Mr. Root spoke.of the fine records made 
by Kansas troops, and continuing said: 

“I beg you to remember that you also are 
a part of the army of the United States. 
These men in uniform are but the committee 
of the citizens of America appointed to or- 
ganize the army which will fight the battles 
when war comes, as war always does come 
sooner or later. You will be the army. You 
women will be looking out eagerly for the 
news from camp and field where your broth- 
ers and husbands and fathers are fighting 
the battles of our country; and their health, 
their lives, thétr success, their victories, their 
glory, depend upon the way in which this. 
organizing committee of war and they stand 
in the relation of brotherhood and good fel-- 
lowship together.” 

The president left Topeka for his journey 
through western. Kansas at & o'clock this: 
morning. A emall crowd gathered to witness 
his departure. Among other things he said: 

“] have had a good time in Topeka. Part 
of this time has been @ lively one. Last 
evening, in driving from the governor's reai- 
dence to the Auditorium, I rode about the 
liveliest gait of the trip, and I don’t think 
I ever saw such fast running policemen as 
you have here in Topeka, and I want to now 
shake hands with one of the sprinters.”

The train started promptly at 8 o'clock 
for the west.

At the time of its organization the traction 
company issued $12,000,000 worth of cumu- 
lative preferred stock on which dividends 
have been accumulating and unpaid since 
October, 1900, and $20,000,000 of common 


‘stock, a total of $32,000,000, on property that 


at the time of the reorganization had a mar- 
ket value of less than $9,000,000 and which 
has a present value of less than $5,000,000. 


Mountain of Debts. 

The Union Traction company owes on 
notes and floating indebtedness $2,000,000. 
This leaves assets of $3,000,000, against a 
$32,000,000 capitalization. 

The Union Traction company, in contracts 
made by it with the underlying companies, 
assumed all their obligations. The west side 
company, at the date of the lease, had a 
floating debt of $1,090,000, and the north 
side company a debt of $2,316,000. To the 
total of this add the $2,000,000 ‘owed by the 
Union Traction company, and it will be seen 
that, if that organization were in a position 
to convert its assets into cash, its entire 
assets would not only be exhausted but it 
would have a floating indebtedness of $500,- 
000.. This would not include the principal 
and interest on the bonded indebtedness of 
the north and west side eompanies, nor the 
4% per cent annual guarantee on $6,750,000 
bonds of the Consolidated Traction company. 

The Unien Traction company contracted 
in the lease to pay yearly $1,742,940 to the 
west side and $1,159,950 to the north side 
railway company, which, added to the $303,-

tion company, makes its total liability each 
year amount to $3,206,640. .

HADLEY TALKS ON PROBLEM - 
OF MODERN CITIZENSHIP. 


President of Yale University Concludes 
His Series with Lecture on “Limits 
of Individualism.” 


New Haven, Conn., May 2.—[Special.]— 
President Hadley of Yale university tonight 
concluded ‘his serfes of lectures on. “ The 
Responsibilities of Citizenship,” the special 
topic tonight being “ The Limits. of. Indi- 
vidualism.” Among_ other. things he said: 

“The theory that each man should be left 
free. to do what he pleased, especially in 
economic matters, was popular during the 
first half of ‘the nineteenth century,” and 
then said that the idea was changing when 
capital and labor interests clashed, as in the 
coal strike. Continuing, he said: 

“‘Three important means have been sug- 
gested for giving better protection to the 
interests of the consumer: First, an extension 
of the system of contracts betweeen com- 
panies and their operatives, second, an ¢x- 
tension of the conspiracy laws; and, third, 
the extension of the principle of direct gov- 
ernment management to certain ‘industries 
ot a public nature—the so-called socialistic 
principle. . Bat, without a reform in our 
ethical standards, none of these remedies 
really meets the evil. _

Returns from ten 
Chicago show that current statements that 
the number of cars in service today is no 
greater than it has been for several years 
past is without foundation. It had been said 
that many cars have been sent tothe “ scrap

Not a single road shows a decrease either 
in number or capacity of its freight cars or 
the tractive power of its locomotives. The 
returns are made in such different forms 
that it is impracticable to tabulate them, ex- 
cept by percentages, but those for several of 
the leading roads iustrate the great in- 
creases made in railway facilities for hand- 
ling traffic during the last three years.

PLAN CAR FERRY |PRORIA LOSES GAS 


CASE SIMILAR TO CHICAGO’S DE- 
CIDED FOR COMPANY. 


Master in Chancery in Federal Court 
Throws Down Ordinance Limiting 
Price and Qualfty of Product, Holds 
That Exercise ef Powers by Council 
Must Be Reasonable, and That the 
Courts Have Jurisdiction in Settling 
Sueh Disputes. 

Peoria, Tll., May Special, }—The Peoria 
Gas and Electric company’ has won the 
suit brought by the city of Peoria to fix the 
maximum rate. The decision just handed 
down by Special Master in Chancery IL C. 
Pinckney, named by Judge Humphrey of 
the United States court, not only declares 
a signal victory for the gas company, but 
for public utilities everywhere. 

The master’s findings, which are of es- 
pecial interest, are as follows: First, that 
the exercise of the right claimed by the city 
must be reasonable; second, that the ques- 
tion of reasonableness of such a right is for 
judicial determination—that is, that neither 
the city nor the legislature of the state itself 
has the right to fix a rate in such a man- 
ner that the courts cannot inquire into its 
reasonableness; third, that in determining 
the cost of the manufacture and distribution 
of gas the depreciation of the plant and 
@ reasonable interest on the money invested 
are proper elements of such cost; fouFtn, 
that a federal question is clearly involved 
because. under the facts in evidence the en- 
forcement of the ordinance would neceb- 
Sarily amount to a taking of the complain- 
ant's property without due process of law. 

The case arises out of an ordinance 
by the city council of the city of Peoria 


on Sept. 4, 1900, which provided that the* 


maximum rate thereafter to be charged by 
any gas company doing business in the city 
of Peoria should be 75 cents a thousand 
eubic feet, that the gas furnished shouid 
be of uniform eighteen candle illuminating 
power at the point of consumption, and pru- 
vided heavy penalties for violation of the 
ordinance. This was the ordinance whicna 
was afterward copied and adopted by the 
city council of Chicago, and which, although 
in a different way, is in litigation in the 
same court. 

The gas company secured a temporary in- 
junction against the enforcement of the ordi- 
nance and the case was bitterly contestea 
for more than eighteen months. Testimony 
of distinguished experts from all over the 
United States was adduced by both parties. 


LAWYER A FORGERY VICTIM: 
SAYS CLIENT WAS DEFRAUDED 


Thomas B. \O0’Neill of 
Emory A. Heetsig Charging Him 
with Filing Bogus Paper in Suit. 


Charged with forging the name of Attorney 
Thomas B. O'Neill as a step in a conspiracy 
by which a litigant against the city is said 
to have been defrauded of $700, Emory A.

Attorney O'Neill entered suit for $5,000 
damages against the city last September in 
the Superior court, alleging that his client, 
William Thom, a laborer without fixed resi- 
dence in Chicago, had fallen and broken an 
arm because of a defective sidewalk in Har- 
Tison street. 

When O'Neill was ready to proceed with 
the case in March, he found it had been set- 
tled out of court for $900.

O'Neill asserted the signature was a forg- 
ery, and is said to have found that Hartsig, 
posing as a friend of Thom, had signed the 
withdrawal. Thom had disappeared and

and tol to leave the city on pain of personal 
injury if he refused. Seven hundred dollars 
remained after the settlement. 

The police believe the attorneys who ne- 

ated the settlement of the case were 
nocent. They say Hartsig simply robbed 
his friend of $700.

The remaining stock is held by a limited 
number of persons for investment purposes 
only. Little stock has changed hands, and 
never for less than par. George 8. Lord was 
a stockholder in a small way for the last 
nine months, and he was in no way con- 
nected with the Management of the affairs 
of the company.

by hér discovery, Mrs. Lowrey 
fell unconscious ‘amd wes carried from the 
place. It was sdme time before she recov- 
ered, after which she returned to her home. 

The body was that of William France, who 
had been missing since Feb. 6. Because of 
neglect to report the man's digappearance to 
the police, the body, after awaiting identifi- 
cation at Rolston’s undertaking rooms, 22 
Adams street, for more than a month, 
reached the college througa the regular chan- 


nels. 
Finally Appeal to Police. | 
In the time intervening since Mr. Franc 
disappeared from the home of Mrs. Lowrey, 
where he had been living, relatives had 
watched for reports of unidentified dead per- 
sons and had visited several hospitals in 
search of the missing man, but to no avail. 
Mrs. “Lowrey appeared at the Woodlawn 
police station’ on April 80 and appealed to 
Desk Sergeant McCann. The sergeant no- 
ticed a similarity between the description 
supplied by Mrs. Lowrey and that contained 
in a message which had been sent out from 
the Harrison street station on March 3, 
which told of a man who had been found

Louisville, Ky., May 2.—[Spécial.}]—After 
twenty rounds of steady fighting Bennie 
Vanger, was awarded the decision over 
“Kid” Broad at the Auditorium here to- 
night. 

The battle was held under the auspices 
af the Southern Athletic club before a crowd 
of several thousand sports. The fighters, 
the referee, and the club manager were under 
$1,000 bonds to keep the peace. The condi- 
timis of the match called for the boys to 
wegh in at 128 pounds ringside. 

The bout brought together a pair of strong 
young fellows trained to the minute, who 
stood up to their work and exchanged hard 
wallops, without drawing any blood to speak 
of and without either of them going to the 


tanvas. 
It demonstrated that a strong, clever 
fighter, harring a knockout, can beat a 
strong, slow, and practically wunscienced 
fighter. It also demonstrated that Broad’s 


capacity for punishment is equal to any. 


youngster in the business, as Yanger hit him 
hard enough and often enough under the 
heart to stop any fighter not so strongly 
fortified with an abdomen that can be likened 
to. wrought iron. . ; 


“Yanger Puts Up Clever Battle. 
* Yanger put up a game and clever battle, 
gugh not as fast as w anticipated. 

His friends—and they were had 
seen him go through his six round whirls so 
often in Chicago that they looked for him 
to cut loose along the same lines. Yanger, 
however, had been coached to go slow—that 
is, to fight along scientific lines, and, if an 
opportunity for a knockout did not present 
itgeif, to win on points. He obeyed instruc- 
tions to the letter, and this made it appear 
, He he was not fighting up to his Chicago 

m. 

He boxed well, although it may appear to 
Chicagoans slowly, and cleveriy used a 
straight left to good advantage until he jott- 
ed Broad in condition to play for the body. 
Then he devoted considerable attention to 
the “ Kid's’ stomach and ribs, and before 
the fight was two-thirds over had that part 
of Broad's dnatomy a bright red. 

His right hand drives under Broad’s heart 
were warm affairs, and had Broad not been 
#0 tough he would have gone under. As it 
‘was, he was on the backward move after the 
fourteenth round, and seemed to be in dread 
of anything Benny might care to score be- 
tween his neck and waistband. 


© Broad Begins to Fade Away. 
first half of the fight Broad stood 
smanfully, and was willing, even anxious, 
Mengage in any rally that Benny forced 
on him. After the tenth round he began 
igfing away, and, althotigh he made a num- 
ber of gallant stands, Yanger’s superiority 
Mgan to assert itself. Benny did not ap- 
pear to fear Broad’s blows after he got 
Warmed up to his work, as the “ Kid’’ was 
delivering at times with the open glove. | 
Broad’s much boasted knockout punch was 
never in evidence, and, had it been, Benny 
Surely would have gone to the floor, as he 
ea the receiver of numerous left and right 
hand smashes full on the jaw. [In this re- 
spect Yanger was also sadly lacking, as he. 
too, landed flush on the “ Kid’s'’ jaw with- 
out making him totter. It was the terrific 
bedy punching more than the head smashes 
that weakened Broad toward the end, and 
several times; while seemingly in distress, 
it looked as though Yanger would surely put 
him away. He was not, however, equal to 
the emergency, as he tried repeatedly to land 
the finishing punch.

Usual ‘Big Crowd Sees Annual

Louisville, Ky., May 
go colts ran one two in the Kentucky Derby 
this afternoon at Churchill Downs. Charities 
Ellison's Judge Himes proved the winner 
by a. good half length over M. H. Tichener 
& Co.’s,Early, which was the betting favor- 
ite. T. C. McDowell's Bourbon wee third. 

It is .estimbated that 25,000 people wit- 
nessed the race. ; 

The Picket and Banter were scratched. The 
time, 2:09, was slow, as the track was in ex- 
cellent condition, and a chop of at least two 
seconds in the time hung up was expected. 

Woodlake, a stable companion to Bourbon, 
set the pace and on sufferance retained the 
lead to the far end of the backstretch, where 
Winkfield moved up with Early and pumped 
his mount out fn the next three-eighths of a 
mile. Going down the backstretch the feild 
were strung out Indian file, lengths apart. 


Eerly Held in Restraint. 

It was apparent that Early was being beid 
in restraint and that he could have run over 
the trio before him without an effort. Wink- 
field, according to instructions, held back, 
and when three-fourths of the distance had 
been covered set sail for the leaders and 
passed them as if they were tired. In this, 
as it developed, he erred, as a delay of at 
least an eighth of a mile would undoubtedly 
have landed his mount a winner, as he had 
epeed to burn, but the effort in running ove 
the leaders with still a half mile to trav 
pempred him out, 

Booker’s ride on Judge Himes was perfect. 
lie lay in third position and did not make 
play for Early until he reached the head of 
the stretch, where he sat down and rode for 
all that was in him. Early at that stage of 
the race still had a commanding lead and 
looked all over a winner. An eighth out, 
however, he began to lag, and as Ellison's 
colt was making great gains he overtook the 
tiring Early and beat him going away. 


Flying Start for Bad News. 


There was little delay at the post. Wood- 
lake did some cutting up, and when he was 
straight. Starter Holiman sprung the bar- 
“rier to a fair start, with Bad News nearly 
a length in front, followed by Barly, Wood-. 
lake, Judge Himes, Bourbon, and Treacy. 
Woodlake was sent out to make the run- 


lowing him closely in an endeavor to get to 
the front. Judge Himes was a couple of. 
lengths away. and Early followed under 
wraps and Winkfield taking nice care of him. 

It could be seen before the first turn was 
reached that Early could go to the front 
whenever Winkfield got ready, but the great 
colored jockey was biding hie time and wait- 
ing for the leaders to come back. He let out 
a link when he got straightened away on the 
backstretch. Early moved up without -ef- 
fort and caught Judge Himes first and passed 
him. and then Bad News and Woodlake, 
The latter was ready to quit when he was 
collared, and Bad News was in trouble before. 
he had covered seven furlongs. 


Booker’s Judgment Is Rewarded. 

Woodlake, however, held on gamely and 
hung with Early to the middle of, the home 
turn, where he let go and stopped all over, 
as did Bad News. A great shout went up 
when Early took a commanding lead, and 
every one expected to see him come home 
by himself. Booker, in the meantime, Was 
hard at work on Judge Himes, and never 
gave him a moment's rest. 
warded by catching Early in the middie of 
the stretch and passing him out in the last 
twenty yards, winning going away by near- 
ly a length. 

Early was plainly not up to going the dis- 
tance at top speed. A mile and an eighth 
would have sulted him today to a nicety. 
Winkfield rode like a demon to keep him 
in front, but the colt could do no more and 
was badly beaten. Judge Himes had een 
to the post, and condition told; that was 
all there was to it. Bourbon finished third, 
not because he was much better than those 
which finished behind him, but because he 
lasted longer. 

Treacy. the full brother to Wyeth, which 
won last year’s American Derby, showed fa 
evidence of Derby quality. He was neversa 
contender and trailed the bunch all the way. 
Pat Dunne, who trained Early, was dis 
pleased with the ride which Winkfield gave 
the Tichenor colt. He said after the race 
that the boy had made his run too early, and 
that if he had waited longer, as he had been 
told to do, he would have won. Winkfleld 
agreed with Dunne, and ‘said that he had 
made a mistake in not following instructions, 

Ellison did not bet a cent on the winner. 
He thought the track was toe hard for his 
colt and started him simply to be represented 

in the mace. | 


Luck with No. 5. 

Thourh the bookmakers won a large sum 
on the Derby, there was a respectable crowd 
of * pikers’”’ in line after the race, due to 
bets not made on form but on some lucky 
chance. The case of Frank Foreman, the 
American aesoctation umpire, illustrates the 
point.

Fighters Placed Under Bonds. 


Benny Yanger, “‘ Kid’”’ Broad, Bob Gray, 
manager of the Southern Athletic club, and 
Referee Tim Hurst were bound over in $1,000 
each to keep the peace by Judge Asher G. 
Caruth of the Criminal court this evening. 
Warrants for¢heir arrest were issued early 
in the day. The affidavits were signed by 
F. C. Nunemacher, Bennet H. Young, Helm 
Bruce, and W. R. Belknap. 

The affidavits were made under the pro- 
visions of the Kentucky statutes which pro- 
vide that any judge of the court, mayor, or 
city magistrate may order the arrest of any 
persons about to engage in a prize fight and 
that the persons arrested must give bonds 
to keep the peace. Applications for war- 
rants were first made to Judge Field, but 
he sent the applicants to Judge Caruth. 
The affidavits were read in the Judge’s offide 
and after considering them he said: . 

‘‘ Under the statute the court has no - 
cretion in the matter, but must issue war- 
rants upon the affidavits of reputable cif- 
izens. If in the opinion of the court, after 
hearing evidence, the contest is to be a prize 
fight he must require bond to keep the peace, 
and should the principals violate the prize 
fight law they forfeit the bond and may be 
indicted for felony. But if in the opinion of 
the court no prize fight is intended the men 
arrested will be released.” 


Commotion Among the Sports. 


A number of men well versed in the fight- 
ing game were subpeenaed, but only the 
principals named put in an appearance. At- 
torneys Bennett H. Young and Helm Bruce 
appeared for the prosecution, and begged the 
ecurt to place the principals under bonds of 
$10,000, whieh the judge thought too steep 
by . $9,009. 

The affair caused considerable commotion 
among the sporting fraternity, who thought 
the fight would be stopped. No cause can 
be assigned for the trouble, except that the

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SCORPIO HAS A LUCKY WIN 


CAPTURES THE FLYING HANDI- 
CAP WITH DOMINICK’S AID. 


Burnie Bunton Comes In Only a Head 


Behind the Leader After Having Her

As the race was run Burnie Bunton should 
have won, good though Scorpio was. In 
fact, with any good jockey up the mare 
would have beaten him. But if Coburn had 
not tried to repeat with ‘Beau Ormonde the 
trick he worked with Au Revoir in the first 
race the big California sprinter .propably 
would have beaten the mare and. the gelding. 


Beau Ormonde Pocketed. 
Coburn saved all the ground he could and 


/came into the stretch on the rail behind Bur-

skimming along the rail. Coburn also moved 
up on the rail. Beau: Ormonde was pinned 
there. 

He was almost jumping on Scorpio from 
the eighth post home. In the last few strides 
Coburn finally rammed him in between 
Scorpio and the mare, but he could not get 
through. He was best and should have won. 

A grand race between two American Derby 
colts opened the afternoon's sport. Dom- 
inick rode Fred Cook’s Linguist with perfdact 
judgment and beat Coburn on Au Revoir, 
the 1 to 2 favorite, by a short head. On ac- 
count of Dominick the winner was well 
backed by the public and “ Smily Dom” 
was loudly cheered waen he returned to 
weigh in. 

He got away ee oo with Linguist, Cru- 
cerd breaking in front and Au Revoir fifth. 
Linguist caught his stride slowly but 
forged to the front in the first furlong with- 
out being extended. Coburn declined to rush. 
Au Revoir up. At the half Linguist was 
making the running at a fairly fast pace, 
with Crucero second and Au Revoir thirda 
length and a half away. Thus they ran 
around the big bend, both the cracks being 
well in hand.

Hyde Park high school’s track athletes 
added another championship to their already 
long list yesterday by winning the second 
annual northwestern interscholastic meet 
at Evanston by the narrow margin of three 
points. Hyde Park’s total was 238, Lewis 
institute being second with 20, and Pontiac 
third with 18. 

The meet was the most warmly contested 
in the history of western scholastic track 
meets, and from the start of the 100 yard 
dash at 2:30 until the ending of the high 
jump five hours later the thousand specta- 
tors were kept guessing as to the final re- 
sult and the winner. Hyde Park, Lewis, 
and Pontiac were the most prominent fac- 
tors throughout, and first one and then the 
other was in the lead. When the last event, 
the high jump, was reached the contest was 
between Hyde Park and Lewis, with Hftte 
Park one point.to the good and each team 
having two entries in the event. Parker of 
Hyde Park and Thatcher of Lewis dropped 
out early and the battle was between Brunjes 
of Hyde Park and McLeod of Lewis insti- 
tute for possession of the northwestern ban- 
ner. Brunjes cleared the bar at 5 feet 6 
inches on his second attempt and the Lewis 
man was unable to duplicate the perform- 
ance. Brunjes secured second place in the 
event, while McLeod took third. Follansbee 
of Manual won the jump by clearing the 
bar at 5 feet S% inches. 

Besides the close race for first honors, 
however, there was plenty of excitement all 
through. Every track event was marked 
with close finishes, while in the field events 
three records were broken by Evvard and 
Carruthers of Pontiac. 


Hogeson Defeats Eckersall. 


The biggest surprise of the day was the de- 
feat of Walter Eckergall, the crack Hyde 
Park sprinter, in the dashes. William Hoge- 
son of Lewis institute was the man fated to 
conquer the Hyde Park crack for the first 
time in two seasons, but Hogeson’s victories 
were only by the narrowest of margins in 
both the 100 and 220 yard dashes. Only a 
hair's breadth separated the two lads at the 
tape in the finals. The defeats of the Hyde 
Parker rather upset the calculations of the 
dopesters, and had not his teammates come 
unexpectedly to his aid the south siders 
would have lost the meet. 

No records were made in the track events, 
but good time was made in several of the 
races, considering the condition of the track, 
which became worse as the meet progressed 
on actount of the frequent showers. 

Despite the many interesting features of 
the meet it became tiresome to the specta- 
tors toward the end, because the events were 
allowed to lag along and there were long 


The two Pontiac stars, 
Bvvard, broke the only records of the day 
and together scored eighteen points and fin- 
ished third, only five points behind the win- 
ner. Carruthers started the record breaking 
by putting the shot 47 feet, and a little leter 
huried the discuss 105 feet 1% inches for 
another new mark. His team mate, Evvard; 
followed the record breaking example and 
threw the hammer 151 feet 2% inches.

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TUSTICE CARTWRIGHT SsTILL 
SHOWS INTEREST IN HORSES. 


Dwner of Many Champions Buys the 

. Stallion Sidney for His Farm at Ore- 
gon, I1l—Nominations Are An- 
Mounced for the Park Brew and 
Roger Williams Stakes, Which Will 
Be Contested at the Providence 
Meeting. | 


{BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 

Justice James H. Cartwright of the Illinois 
Supreme court writes me that he has pur- 
chased for his farm at Oregon, LIlL., the cele- 
brated stallion Sidney, whose get, including 
several of the pacing champions, brought 
him into deserved prominence some years 
ago. 
It is a quarter of a century ago. that 
Justice Cartwright became activejas a breed- 
er of trotters, and his first stallion of any 
prominence was Kensett, a son of Rysdyk's 
Hambletonian. For his day and the oppor- 
tunities afforded him Kensett was a fair sire 
of trotting speed, and his daughters have 
been of value in the brood mareranks. From 
the time of Kensett to the present day Justice 
Cartwright’s interest in the light harness 
horse has never waned, and the purchase 
of .Bidney shows that he is still striving for 
the top. 

Sidney has done wonders in the way of 
Speed production. Among the first of his 
get to attract attention was Goldleaf, that 
held the championship for three year old 
pacers, and since then the Sidneys have 
always been prominent. It is but a few sea- 
sons ago.that Lenna N., a daughter of Sid- 
ney, set the record for pacing mares at 2:05, 
and had her training not been interfered with 
there is little doubt that she would have 
‘paced to a much lower mark. Sidney is the 
sire of about sixty trotters and forty pacers 
that have become standard by perfarmance, 
while fifteen of his sons have sired standard 
speed and his daughters have produced more 
than a dozen performers of merit. That the 
bleod breeds on in the second generation 
without deterioration or diminution of speed 
producing power is shown by the remarkable 
success of Sidney Dillon, a ‘young son of 
Sidney, that has Dolly Dillon, 2:07; Janice, 
2:08%; and the sensational green trotter, Lou 
Dillion, good for a mile in 2:07, to his credit. 

The Sidneys have a right to race fast and 
gamely. Santa Claus, sire of Sidney, although 
more or less of a cripple during his training 
days, was easily the brushiest of all the 
stallions of his day, and the way in which he 
handled the phenomenally fast trotter Pied- 
mont when that horse was at his best was a 
revelation to the harness turf... Santa Claus 
never had half a chance in the stud, but in 
spite of this he got Sidney, William Penn, 


before the public. 
Two $10,000 Purses Close. . 


The nominations in two $10,000 events— 
the Park Brew stake for 2:11 pacers and 
the Roger Williams stake for 2:14 trotters— 
to be contested at the Providence (R. L) 
meeting next summer, have just been made 
public, and, on’ account of the size of the 
stakes, are of more than ordinary ‘interest 
to ‘horsemen and breeders. 

Rast year the Park Brew stake fell to 
Direct Hal in straight heats, and in the 
opening mile the black stallion made his 
star performance of the year, as, after mak- 
ing a break in the first quarter that set him 
at least six lengths behind Twinkle, who 
was in the lead, hescame on with a mag- 
nificent burst of speed and won by an eye- 
brow in 2:044%. That mile, considering the 
attendant circumstances, made Direct Hal 
& Sure 2:02 pacer to all horsemen who wit- 
nessed the style in which the black fellow

According to the opinion of 
all the railbirds at the Memphis track, 
where Geers is training, King Direct will be 
the one to carry the colors on the day of the 
battle if all goes well with him from now 
until then. Like all the good Directs, heisa 
emooth gaited pacer, and also like most of 
them, he is a midget in size, being, in fact, 
nothing but a pony, wherein he resembles his 
sire and his half brother, Prince Direct, 
that McHenry drove to a mark of 2:07 last 
summer. Last fall King Direct could step in 
2:12 so handily that horsemen who saw him 
—" immediately booked him for the 2:10 


 . King Direct Is Well Liked. 

Soon after that he joined Geers’ string, and 
the winter training at Memphis has added 
to the good,opinion held of the Direct horse 
by those who have seen him work. One 
man, in whose judgment I have a good dea! 
of confidence, writes me that King Direct 
“ts better than Direct Hal was a year ago,”’ 
and when it is recalled that at this time last 
season Direct Hal was charged with a public 
trial in 2:06%, and a half mile ina minute the 
previous fall, it will be seen that my horse- 
man friend is rating the present subject of 
his admiration pretty high. 

King Direct is a magnificently bred horse, 


as, in addition to being by Direct, he is out 


of Welcome Bunker, a daughter of Mam- 
brino King, and this mare was from the 


-Mambrino Patchen mare that gave the world 


Guy Wilkes, 2:15%, a good racehorse and a 
wonderfully sugqcessful sire. The dam of 
King Direct is also the dam of a mare called 
Lass, that-George Starr took to the 
races a time or two last year, and that could 
step a mile a little better than 2:11. With 
the blood of Direct on one side of his pedi- 
gree ‘and that of Mambrino King on the 
other, thence tracing to the American 
Star mare that was the dam of Joe Bunker, 
an extra good race nag in his day, King 
Direct certainly has a license to take part in 
any sort of a pacing race, and it is certain 
that Geers thinks him the making of some- 
thing a good deal better than a 2:10 pacer or 
he would not+have named him -in the big 
Providence stake.

Thorough Trial to Be Given. . 


This combination was tried on Wednesday,

“ white lightweight championship,” Jimmy 
Britt, by virtue. of his victory over Wing 
Fitggerald at San Francisco Tuesday nigh 
is undoubtedly entitled to it. 

The battle was advertised as for that mav- 
erick title and I presume Jimmy: will claim 
it. The honor, however, is an empty one 
and will not be accepted by followers of 
pugilism, except probably in California. The 
fight went the full limit of twenty rounds, 
which either demonstrates that Britt does 
not class with Joe Gans or that Fitzgerald 
isa better fighter than has been credited. 

It would be a case of “ write your own 
‘ticket’ if Gans and Fitzgerald would meet, 
and, judging by the margin Jimmy had over 
Willie when the final gong clanged, it would 
be all kinds of odds on Gans to beat the 
‘Frisco lad. Probably this fact has been 
commented on so generuily that public opin- 
fon has. forced Britt into reconsidering his 
announcement that he would never fight a 
colored man. At any rate he has, it is said, 
at~last consented to meet Gans, and if the 
match is finally pulled off it will be a real 
championship battle, and not an absurd af- 
fair, such as the “ white championship 
fight was. 


Press accounts of-last week's battle credit 
Fitz with putting up a clever fight and 
say he broke his right hand early in the 
fray, bat for which there would have been 
a new “ white lightweight champion.”’ How- 
ever that may be, Willie was far from be- 
ing, easy picking and fought more like an 
even money choice than a 2 to 1 shot. 

The referee's decision, some reports say, 
was not approved of by many of the spec- 
tators, but it was undoubtedly correct, as 
Fitzgerald manfully acknowledged he was 
beaten. He believes, however, that he can 
beat ‘Britt and is willing to forfeit every 
dollar ofgthe purse and a big chunk on the 
side if he fails. Britt's refusal to give him 
a return fight makes it appear as if Britt did 
not care for his game. 

Speaking championships not recorded in 
the annals-of pugilism, attention is called to 
the light heavyweights. The recent Jack 
Root-"* Kid’”” MeCoy battle was advertised 
as for that title, and, as Root was the victor, 
he, according to the Metropolitan Athletic 
club of Detroit, under whose auspices the 
contest was held, is the light heavyweight 
champion. 

Without attempting to deprive Root of any 
fistic honors, the fact remains that Root and 
George Gardner fought at Salt Lake City last 
August for the title now claimed by Jack, 
which Gardner won in the seventeenth round. 
This gave George first claim to the title, so 
Root's claim mquires some probing as to its 
justification. 

Fortunately, claimants of titles, be they 
ever so odd, do not interfere with the prog- 
ress of the sport. On the other hand, it isa 
boost, as they lead to controversies which in- 
cite interest in the game, and therefore finan- 
cially benefit those directly interested. 

The toting of a championship title never 
as ye@made a fighter stoop shouldered, so the 

ublic can rest assured it will see no de- 
ormed fighting gladiators battling for money 
and glory. 


In connection with the above, the report 

comes that George Gardner and Marvin Hart 
have been matched to fight for the same 
title that McCoy and Root hooked up for. 
That, according to the view some persons 
take of the light heavyweight championship, 
makes the title more complicated and may 
lead to @ match between the winner and 
Root. As stated above, Gardner has the first 
call on-the title, but Roet against the winner 
of-¢ Gerdner-Hart go would bring the much 
mooted question down to a two man affair 
for settlement, and produce a real light 
heavyweight champion. 
The Gardner-Hart mill is slated to take 
place in Louisville this month, and should it 
be brought off the appetities of the ldvers of 
a rough and ready slugging match will be 
appeased. Both men are past masters of 
everything pertaining to roughness in the 
sport, and, while~possessed of some science, 
prefer to.throw those finer principles of the 
game to the winds just to indulge in a rough 
give and take scrap. 

In this respect Gardner, through his longer 
acquaintance with pugilism, excels Marvin. 
He is up to all the rough tricks in clinches, 
and rarely if ever misses an oportynity to 
get in his fine, or, rather, coarse, work. 

Whatever Marvin lacks in the rough house 
tricks he makes up in strength, hitting pow- 
efs, and capacity for punishment which 
should offset Gardner's advantages on the 
litres described. 


Mike Ward, the Sarnia (Ont.) lightweight, 
who a short time ago. so easily defeated 
Henry Fagin at Detroit, seems to improve in 
every contest. On’ Thursday night at Port 
Huron he tackled hard. hitting Otto Sieloff, 
and after ten fast and'spirited. rounds earned 
a well merited decision: ‘In his fight with 
Fagin Ke thought it unnecessary to bring his 
right hand into play, and he hit Henry at will 
with his left. Against Sieloff, however, he 
sent the right over for the head quite fre- 
quently and dovetailed them with a few 
at the body.

Otto’s fierce onslaughts and inaccurate left 
and right swings, after which he had little 
difficulty in avoiding them either by stepping 
out of distance or slipping inside.

A man with no 
eonception of fighting can rush at an oppo- 
nent and whang the atmosphere, but it 
would: not net him the price of a package of 
cigarets in the marquis of Queensberry 
gaine. Points count, whether sained with 
the left or the right hand; and the éarlier 
the wild and woolly swingers who depend 
on pot luck to land a blow learn this the 
more money they will gather if they intend 
to remain in the game. 

Ward’s manager is considering a match 
for his’ protégé against Frank Erne, and, 
faijing in that, will probably rematch him 
with Sieloff, a purse having been offered by 
a Port Huron athletic club.

HILDRETH ONLY MILD PLUNGER. 


Owner and Trainer Says $6,000 Is the 
Largest Sum He Ever Bet on . 
Any Race. 


8. C. Hildreth, the well known horse owner 
and trainer, ig generally credited with being 
something of a plunger, but in this respect he 
has been considerably misrepresented. Ac- 
cording to his own statement, the largest bet 
he ever made was $6,000, and it is only oc- 
casionally that he even approaches that fig- 
ure in his betting. 

Speaking of Topsoil several days ago, 
Hildreth said: ‘‘ Of course Iam sorry the colt 
was so badly injured, as I had hopes of get- 
ting at least a slice of the American Derby 
money. Still, he does not owe‘me anything, 
and it will surprise some turfites to learn 
that he carried the first $5,000 bet I ever made 
on a horserace. That was at Washington 
park last season, and I bet the amount 
against $5,400 and cashed. 

‘“T’ll admit I felt a bit nervous, having that 
much money at stake, as I did not care to get 
into the habit of betting such large sums of 
money, being a bit afraid I might overplay 
myself. I felt much relieved when the colt 
won, and a few days later I ‘bet the same 
amount against $3,000 on Alard. 

“That was a bet which give me no worri- 


ten lengths. You can imagine how I felt 
when I saw my horse get into all sorts of 
pockets and what a sigh of relief I heaved 
when I saw his number go up, his winning 
margin being a short head.” 

‘* Any more big bets after that?’’ was asked. 

‘Yes. one of $6,000 on Jiminez at odds of 6 
to 5 when Rose Tree beat him at Harlem. 
Birkenruth put up a poor ride that day and 
was fined $100, but I lost my bet, so the fine 
did not recompense me.”

WOMAN SUICIDE LIKE OSTRICH. 
English Farmer’s Wife Swallows Nails,

LONDON, May 2—<A coroner’s inquest at 
Shrewbury this week revealed a remarkable 
case of suicide. Mrs. Roberts. the buxom 
wife of a small farmer, died in the Shrew- 
bury infirmary.

ONE-FIFTH OF EVERY 

In 1867 the legisleture efiacted a law 
amendatory of the city charter. It con- 
tained an interesting provision relating to 
street railroads which: remained in force 
until the present charter was adopted. It 
was that the council] should grant no privi- 
lege to use or run dummies, or steam en- 
gines, or use other than horse power upon 
street railways unless the company bound 
itself to pay into the city treasury at the 
end of each and every month one-fifth of 


| every fare collected and received. 


The men who drafted that provision 
thirty-six years ago had considerable busi- 
ness wisdom. They foresaw the day when 


iow would be necessary to use on Chicago 


street railroads a better and a cheaper 
power than horse power, and they were re- 


‘solved that in the event of a change the 


city should share in’ the company’s gains 
from a reduction in operating expenses. If 
the charter of 1867 had been in force when 
the south side company was authorized to 
substitute cables for horses on its main 
lines what a revenue the city would have 
been receiving singe that time. 

The city’s interests should be better cared 
for in the future than they have been in 
the past. ‘The officers of the south side 
traction company say they are anxious to 
make an arrangement with the city for the 
extension of privileges which expire in a 
few months. .They say that if such an ar- 
rangement can be had the corporation will 
spend at once from $8,000,000 to $10,000,- 
000:in improving its service. It is desirable 
thet both companies should be dealt with 
at the same time,in order that the best pos- 
sible arrangements may be made as to 
terminals in the business district, but the 


Union Traction company is in a sea of 


troubles, and it is impossible to tell how 
soon it will extricate iteelf. The council 
may not deem ft expedient to await the dis- 
entanglement of its affairs before — 
business with the other company. 

If the council shall proceed to einai 
the terms of an agreement with the south 
side company !t certainly will not forget 
that excellent provision of the charter of 
1867, whose repeal has cost the city so 
much revenue. The corncil will insist.on 
that one-fifth of every fare which it ought 
to be receiving now. When the men chiefly 
interested in the Union Traction company 
are given clearly to understand that it, too, 
will be required to pay one-fifth of every 
fare they, will proceed with redoubled en- 
ergy to squeere all the water out of the 
securities of that company and the underly- 
ing conipanies so that the capitalization. 
may more nearly represent the money actu- 


ally invested in the properties. It will be 


possible to give the city one-fifth of every 
fare and pay dividends on an honest capital- 
ization, while it never will be possible to 
do it and pay dividends on watered stock. 
No investor would buy it.

LIVING BY CHART. 

The effort to conduct daily life in the 
househo.d upon scientific priuciples is oue 
of the most common manifestations of the 
spirit of this scientific age. A striking il- 
lustration of this is the Mary Lowell Stone 
home economics exhibit, which is now dis- 
played at the rooms of the Chicago Wom- 
an’s club under the auspices of the Bos- 
ton Association of Collegiate Alumna, in 
the hope that the Chicago Association of 
Collegiate Alumnz will become interested 
end that each one.of them who has a home | 
will at ouce begin to Sdminister it upon 
scientific principles. 

‘ The chart seems to be the ane mecum 


tiie home. In general the chart explains 
how the bome can be freed from the tradi- 
tions of the past; how all the resources of 
anodern science can be utilized to improve 
home life; how the home can be freed from - 
“the dominance of things "; and how things 
ean be made “ subordinate to ideals ”: and 
finally, how the spirit can be freed for the 
more permanent interests of the home by | 
simplicity in material surroundings. Com- 
ing down to details, the charts explain how 
interiors can be arranged, clothing, laun- 
dry work, and wall papering made healthy, 
kitchens made hygienic, women’s under- 
wear sunitary, and the Guisine chemically 
perfect. The charts go éven firther than 
this. They contain a warning for the 
ecientific alumnz inthe analysis of the 
“ percentages of existence” on the part of 
a general manager of a telephone company 
in this city avho has a salary of $5,000 a 
year. If the statement is correct the’gen- 
eral manager speniis 10.7 per cent of his 
salary for food, 10.5 for rent, 11.7 for op- 
erating expenses, 4 for clothing, and 11.3 
Exactly what the “ higher 
life” of a telephone manager with many 
“hello girls” and an endless list of out- 
side chronic complainers includes is not 
clear, but evidently by the chart he should 
be paying abeut 75 per cent for the high- 
er life, the remainder to be devoted to rent, 
clothing, and food, with about 2 per cent 
for the. food. 

It is in this matter of household expenses, 
and particularly food, that the college alum-

NO MORE JUDGES NEEDED. 

The Supreme court should determine be- 
fore election day whether there is any life 
left in the bill to increase the number of 
judges which the last general assembiy 
bassed and this genefal assembly has re- 
pealed. ‘There are lawyers who contend 
that “the legislature cannot undo what it 
has done, and that if the’ names of only 
twenty-eight candidates for, fourteen Cir- 
eudit court judgeships‘are printed on the 


| ballot, the three men who stand fifteenth, 


sixteenth, and seventeenth in the poll will 
be entitled to certificates ef election and 
' will get them. In that event three men 
| whom the voters had said they did not wish 
to put on the bench would be put there in 
spite of the voters. That should not hap- 
pen. If seventeen instead of fourteen are 
to be elected let the voters indicate clearly 
the seventeen they prefer. 

Why should seventeen have to be elect- 
ed? The constitution says the legislature 
“may” give Cook county an additional 
judge for “every additional 50,000 inhab- 
itants over a population of 400,000.” There 
are lawyérs who say that “may” means 
“shall,” and that whenever the legisla- 
ture is officially advised that there are 
50,000 more people in the county it must 
be given another judge whether he is need- 
ed or not., They argue that when the gen- 
eral assembly created new judgeships two 
years ago it did what the constitution re- 
quired it to do and cannot undo its work. 

Men who are not:lawyers anti who have 
not the lawyer’s reason for desiring a great 
number of judicial offices take differertt 
view of the matter. It does not appear to 
them that the constitutign orders the gen- 
eral assembly to give Cook county an addi- 
tional judge for every 50,000 new inhab- 
itants, because an increase in population 
does not necessarily mean an increase in 
litigation. Of late years, while the popu- 
lation of the county has been growing the 
volume of court business hus weer decreas- 
ing. 

Laymen will admit that if judges had 
been elected under the law of 1901 the 
legislature could not abolish their offices 
until their terms had expired. No judges 
have been elected. .The general assembly 
of 1901 mistakenly thought more judges 
were needed here. The general assembly 
of 1908 is of the opinion they are not need- 
ed, nor, indeed, are they. Therefore, it 
has quite properly repealed a law which 
should not have been enacted.. Chicagoans 
who do not wish to be candidates for judi- 
cial offices hope the Supreme court liste 
hold that the fepealing | act-is valid. 


In connection with. the letters of the 
board of local improvements to the 1,000 
downtown property owners, it is interest- 
ing to note that half the property affected 
is owned by one-tenth of the men addressed. 
On the attitude of this tenth the acceptance 
or rejection of the board’s plan probably 
will depend. If they are willing to invest 
their share of $1,000,000 in asphalt enough 
of the other’nine-tenths probably will con- 
sent to do so to carry out the board’s plan. 

The advantage which will accrue to Chi- 
cago from the asphalting of the downtown 
streets is certainly apparent te the majority 
of the public; probably to the majority of 
the 100 owners of half the property to be 
improved. But before they give their con- 
sent there are some points on which they 
may wish to be informed. They may de 
sire to know whether the city, which by 
law is required to pay part of the cost of a 
pavement out of the general taxes, has the 
money with which to pay its share. Al- 
though that is a point they can afford to 
waive, they may desire an assurance that 
the work will be honestly done by the con- 
tractors to whom the city lets the jobs, al- 
though property owners can protect them- 
selves, and in this instance certainly should 
do so, by taking the matter into their own 
hands. By dealing directly with the con- 
tractors they can get good work. The prop- 
erty owners may also desire an agsurance 
that after the pavements have been laid 
they shall not be-eontinually dug up. 

Chicago needs asphalt- streets, and it 
particularly needs them downtewn for the 
sake of cleavliness and to relieve the traffic 
congestion. The really public spirited prop- 
erty owners in the downtown districts will 
welcome an improvement which will minis- 
ter to the comfort of their fellow citizens 
and will be of direct advantage to them- 
selves, for it will make their property more 
desirable.

THE TROUBLES OF S&T. LOUIS BEGIN. 

The troubles of St. Louis have. begun 
early, and there. will be many more before 
the gates of the expositiun ave closed for 
good. Now and then she will wonder of 
what use expositions are. Sometimes she 
will almost wish the Louisiana purchese 
had never been concluded. The initial 
trouble seems to have been made by some 
of the governors. It was not the inten- 
tional fault of St. Louis that gubernatorial 
dignity was offended and gubernatorial 
etiquette trampled on. It was the first time 
the city had» had the experience and did 
not know exactly how to look after the 
governors, with so many thousand others 


too big for St. Louis. She did not know 


done it before; consequently, it is not sur- 
prising that the governor of Colorado was 
furious, and the governor of Indiana got 
mad and went ome, and the governor of 
New York was disgusted, and even the. 
governor of Illinois was formal and frigid 
in his bearing. 

If the governors were miffed, what must 
have been the state of mind of the mem- 
bers of their staffs? Governors are “ techy ” 
but usually slow to anger. The staff is the 
pictorial representation of the gubernatorial 
dignity and wears showier clothes than the 
governor, It has to support, not only the 
govervor’s dignity, but its own dignity. It 
is not strange, therefore, that upon this oc- 
casion thé gevernors were indignant and 
the staffs were raging. It is bad enough to 
make a governor wait several hours béfore 
he knows where “ he is at,” but it is worse 
to forget the dignity of the staff and offer

FOREIGNERS IN VENEZUELA. 

The Venezuelan congress, obedient to the 
directions of Gen. Castro, has passed a law 
to regulate the conduct of foreigners who 
are domiciled in the republic.

Edit political newspapers or write about the in- 
terior or exterior politics of the country in any 
newspaper; fill public office or employment; take 
arms in the domestic contentions of the republic; 


Geliver speeches which in any way relate to the 
politics of the country. 


If domiciled foreigners violate any of the 
provisions they will cease to be foreigners, 
and will be treated as if they had natural- 
ized themselves as Venezuelans. If, for- 
eigners who are:temporarily sojourning in 
the republic break the law they are to be 
expelled: forthwith. 

It is said that.the foreigners in Venezu- 
ela object to the regulations. If they do 
they are unreasonable. It certainly is im- 
proper for a foreigner to meddle in the 
affairs of a country of which he is not a 
citizen. Meddlesomeness of that 
would not be tolerated in most European 


& temporary residence in Venezuela ought 
to be discreet enough to keep his mouth 
shut about political questions, even when 
no law orders him to keep silent. 

An American, Englishmen, or German 
is under no compulsion to go to Venezuela.

Christiike Discipline of the Will. 


“IT came down from heaven not to do mine own 
_ but the will of him that sent me.’’—John 


OW, we may well ask, could one who 
was really sinless feel the difference 
between his 

5} will? That he does so there can be no 
doubt. Here, he expresses the sense 

of this differénmce. He expresses it more 
strongly to certain Greeks who came to him, 
and in his midnight agony in the garden of 

Gethsemane: “ Not my will, but thine be 

done.” 

It may be useful for us to ask, and attempt 
to answer this question, since a knowledge 
of the nature of our own will, and of its temp- 
tations and possible advance in grace, is in- 
volved in the reply. Christ's will, we may 
answer, was a true human will in everything, 
except the inclination to sin. 

But there are many ways iff which the will 
requires discipline and education, where sin 
is not, at any rate, primarily in question. 
There are many natural desires inherent in 
the constitution of man which have to be 
checked and directed in order to bring them 
into conformity to the divine will. “I am 
the true vine,”’ says Jesus Christ in another 
place, “and my father is the husbandman.” 

The work of the vine dresser is, above all 
things, to direct growth into certain nes, 
and to prune and check itin others. By this 
humble figure does our Lerd describe the 
common life, his and ours, which he has gta- 
ciously not only called, but made, his own. 
The grasping tendrils, the ambitious shoots 
of the vine, are apt emblems of human in- 
stincts and longings in their undisciplined 
state. Among those we may mention the 
desire to attain an end rapidly and at one 
stroke; the desire to avoid pain and labor; 
the desire to escape from sorrow; the dasfre 
to win human love; and the desire of power. 

All these desires were no doubt*present in 
our Savior’s humanity, and present, we may 
say, with a strength directJy proportionate 
to his sinlessness. For in 2! of us the force 


actual. We not only “cannot do the things 
that we would,”’ but we cannot feel sufficient- 
ly and perseveringly eager for anything 
good. But to an unfallen nature the forceof 
desire must be almost boundless; not uncon- 
trollable, indeed, but conscious ofinfinite pose 
sibilities which are hid from the weak, the 
sensual, and the cruel. | 

Let us now consider our Lord’s example 
and our own need of discipline reference 
to some of these natural desfres of the will. 
Take first the natural desire to attain an 
end rapidly and at a stroke. Such attain- 
ment the French well call a “ coup de main,” 
since it is the possession of hands that gives 
a special character to human desire. 

From earliest childhood the clasping, grasp- 


We want to bring everything from the moon 
downwards within the reach of a single ef- 
fort, and this goés on throughout life in 
those who do not submit tod discipline. From 
the schoolboy who gets up his lesson with 
a translation or obtains help from another 
boy in doing his prose or verse task up to 
the grown man who sets his whole energy 
to achieve success by a single fortunate 
speculation in business, or the gambler who 
hazards his all on the turn of the die, or the 
skeptical inquirer into the unseen who longs 
to substitute conviction for faith by es- 
tablishing a direct ‘intercourse with the 
spirits of the departed; this tendency to take 
short cuts is a strong and masterful passion 
of human nature. It exhibits itself in all 
classes, in a thousand different ways, and 
in every part of daily life. 

Such hasty effort is in its. origin not 
necessarily sinful. The boy (we may re- 
member, perhaps, with shame our own case) 
is prone to think that the actual piece of 
knowledge to be gained, or even displayed, is 
the important thing, and that to‘get it quite 
right at once will injure no one else, and be 
better than to risk a number of preliminary 
blunders.

Chicago's WMecessit 


N the earlier history of Chicago there was good rea- 
of the park system. 
But the phenomenal

is woefully behind her sister citjes in park areas, 

It is time that she should realize this fact and be- 

stir herself to secure the additional park lands that 
: As it must be as- 
sumed that careful consideration has been given to 
this subject by the other large. communities, it is 


has a park area of 1,284 acres with 110 square feet per capita. 
New York, with a population of 3,437,000 and an area of 209,218 acres, 
has a park area of 6,887 acres and affords 85144 square feet per capita. _ 


‘It will be seen that the average area of park land per capita for these 


cities is 140 square feet. 

Compared to this, Chieago, with a population of 1,689,000 and an area 
of 122,000 acres, has only 2,285 acres of park, which gives only 58% square 
feet of park area per capita. 

These figures demonstrate that we are deficient in parks when com- 
pared with other American cities. We have the anomaly of Boston, a city 
with one-third the population of Chicago, possessing an area of park one- 
fifth greater. It is true that there are many other populated districts 
presen her extended parks serve, and provision for the future has been 

ade, 

St. Louis, with a population of about one-third that of Chicago, has a 
park system practically equal to Chicago’s in extent, and has a park area 
slightly in excess of the average of the first four cities enumerated. ‘ 

For the purpose of comparison we will take St. Louis as a standard. 
We will also assume that New York, though low in the scale, is suffi- 
ciently supplied. To reconcile this difference we will regard park areas in 
the sense of open spaces and consider that New York is compensated for 
her lack of park land by being surrounded with water. From this point of 
view it would be necessary to allow her for her hygienic position 50 per 
cent advantage over St. Louis to show that her park system is sufficiently 
extensive. Arguing on the basis of this value of water fronts and remem- 
bering that Chicago has only. one, it does not appear unreasonable to insist 
that Chicago should have a larger proportionate park area than New York, 


and assuming that Chicago possesses 25 per cent advantage over St. Louis 
from her position on Lake Michigan, it would be apparent that Chicago's 
present park area should be more than doubled. 

The present distribution of parks over the city ie unequal for the re- 
quirements of tue people; for, whereas the south side has a population of 
9.95 to the acre and a park area of 85.82 square feet per capita, the west 
side has a population of 30.66 and a park area per capita of only 40.60 
square feet, while the north side has a population of 23.93 and a park area 
of only 46.26 square feet.. 

Even with the present park areas of the city entirely too small it would 
be necessary to double the areas of the west and north side parks to make 
them equal to that of the south side, requiring an additional 600 acres on 
the west side and 350 acres on the north side. 

This addition of 1,000 acres would make our ratio equal to New York, 
but this is insufficient for the reason before stated. Chicago has now a 
population of 743 to the acre, and as this number will rapidly increase it 
would be wise fo provide for at least 2,500 acres of land for additional 
parks, 

In estimating the total areas of Chicago’s parks I have*inciuded not 
only the Lake Front park, which is yet unmade, but a number of small 
parks owned wy the city, tae largest being eighteen acres in extent and the 
smallest about one-eighth of an acre. Many of these areas are unimproved. 

The foregoing analysis of our park distribution shows the direction in 
which this land should be acquired. West of the city 500 acres of land bor- 
dering the Desplaines could be utilized. Northwest of the .city there is 
land through which the north branch of the Chicago river flows that is 
well adapted for park purposes. On the north’shore of Lake Michigan,

about six miles from the city’s limits, the character of the land changes 
from the flatness surrounding Chicago to high land, wéll wooded and in- 


_ tersected with ravines, and at some point still further north a tract of 


1,000 acres should be obtained for park purposes. 

‘Lake Michigan. is the one dominant feature of Chicago's attractiveness 
and advantage should be 
the city’s limits should be secured in perpetuity, and a continuous lake 
shore drive should be made connecting Lincoln park, the new Lake Front 
park, and Jackson park. By making parkwaye along its length about 500 
acres of the required park area conld be added in locations where they 
would prove the greatest benefit. 

One-sixth of the city’s area, containing a popu- - Se 
lation of over 400,000 that live in nine wards of the peenreettte 
thirty-five that comprise the city, is devoid of open 
spaces for recreation and pleasure. This means that 
one-fourth of the city’s population have to travel 
out of their wards to gain the benefit of such 
grounds. Lately there has been a movement in the 
direction of providing smal parks for the densely 
setied parts of the porer districts. This is a step in 
the right direction and it is to be hoped that 
such grounds will be provided, but their com 
area must necessarily be small. 

If the foregoing facts prove the necessity for 
park extension the increasing value of real estate 
should be an incentive to immediate action. 


OST people have heard of what .s called “ The Fail- 
ure of Christian. Missions in Indie.” From my own 
study of the problem on the rpot, I am led to agree 
entirely with those who look upon the work in 
India as a real failure. But it is. the missioner and 
not the mission who has failed! 

From the view of the educated and intelligent 
and highly thought®il natives of the country, I ven- 
ture to propound an explanation of “ The Failure 
of Christian Missions in India.” I am not speaking 
of towns like Bombay, or Madras, or Caleutta, 
which have a large English population, and for 
which churches, and cathedrals, and bishops may be 
essential. I am speaking of high caste Indian life 

; in places as far distant from each other as Kath- 

lawar and Indore, and among a class of people ranging from prime minis- 

ters of Indian states to judges and pleaders, and ,doctors and village tax 


‘tollectors, and collegé students, in both Indian states and British territory. 


Christian missioners there, in the opinion of ¢he intelligent men of India, 
have failed for various reasons; and will fail absolutely so long as the pres- 
ent conditions exist. 

In the first place, the Christian missioner takes up the position that 
Christianity is the only true religion, and that all worship of God in any 


other way «« “ heathen idolatry.” The Hi:fdu, who has studied the religionse 
_ and philosophies of the west far more deeply than the average western, 


asks at once which Christian religion is the only and true one. . 


He ‘sees, Roman Catholics denying saivation to all Protestants, and 
many Protestants labeling the head of the’ Christian church of Rome the 
“antichrist,” and, as a sound business man,:he shrinks from taking such 
reer risks as are held out to him by either party if he joins the 
other. 


Again, all high caste Hindus are alienated: by the arrogant condemna- 


tion of Hinduism by the missioners, who are far more ignorant of the 
Shastras and the Vedas than the Hindus are“of the bible. The missioners 
seem to forget that the sacred books of the east are full of sublime teaching, 
and lay down precepts as lofty as any which the west is in the habit of 
practicing. 

It must never be forgotten that high caste Hindus are as religious, de- 
vout, and as conservatively devoted to their religion, and as intellectually 
acquainted with its teaching, as are Christians in England with theirs; 
while they are exceedingly sensitive, and feel with a keen sense of being 
hurt in a tender place any public slight that,may be leveled against their 
creed or against tlre heroes of their theology. ; 

Again, too, high caste Hindus eonsider that missioners are not only 


‘ignorant but dishonest, because Hindus read the missionary reports and 


see that therein they and their religion are maligned. They see that 
to get funds for missionary work they tell tales which are quite true, 
indeed, but which are given as typical illustrations of Indiun life, whereas 
they give as false a picture as if a Hindu working in our east end 
slums, with all their filth and overcrowding, and drunkenness, and debauch- 
efy, and foul language and immorality, were to go back and relate stories 
from his work there as if these stories were typical of English life. 


The small minded English parson reads them with the avowed bias that 
they are wrong, and that he has to preach them down. The wide minded 
Hindu reads, and harmonizes the new thought with his ancient creed—and 
remains a Hindu. 

The habits of the Christian missioner are usually lower in some ways 
than the habits of the people he is suppdsed to go out to convert. A man 
in the position of a prime minister said to me: “ Would you send an east 
end coster to. address the members of the University of Oxford in order to 
convert them to Christianity? 7 

“From our own spiritual teachers we expect a constant devotion to 
spiritual study and spiritual exercises, and earnest communing with the 
great Spirit of all. But your missionaries eat, and drink, and go to parties, 
and to tennis, and to balls, and live a social life, and, therefore, we know 
that they are not far advanced in spiritual truths. I. will wager that if 
we drive round now!to the house of your missionary in this town, we shall 
find him engaged in what you would call ‘ worldly pursuits.’ ” 

“ Let. us test it,” I answered, and four of us drove to the mission sta- 
tion. The boy who came out to us said that the sahib' was at the g¥mkana 
(club). My friends looked at me, and we drove back; and, in response to 
a message sent to the gymkana, the missionary was good enough to call 
in at our bungalow on his way home—in flannels and with his tennis 
racquet. 

Worldliness was in his look and action and while my friends said 
nothing, they and I were thinking the more. 

As I look back upon my sojourn in India, and as I mix today with n 
bers of Hindus who are spending years of study in this Christian land of

In one instance the celebrated nerve specialist, 
Kraft-Ebbing, gave testimony which secured the 
release of a prisoner who claimed to have acted 
under the influence of, hypnotism, but subsequently 

this-woman, who was a professional shoplifter, admitted that she had de- 


teived the learned medical man. 
In dnother similar case a woman was discharged and the three actual 


Perpetrators of the crime were punished. 

Several years ago a committee was appointed by the French govern- 
Ment to determine whether it is possible for one person to cause another, 
Who is hypnotized, to sign receipts for money not received, and whether 
® hypnotized person could be intluced to execute a will in favor of any 
person determined by the party making the experiment. Both questions 
Were answered in the affirmative. But conclusions, it appears, were 
Mrgely based on analogy and on work which was done in the laboratory. 
No ease is on record in which either of the above acts was committed in 

A wom of trials have resulted in the conviction of men- who have 
been accused of taking advantage of women whom they had hypnotized.

A woman was told to stab a man, which she at once did, with a card 
which had been placed in her hand. A knife was then given to her 
and the instruction again given. She raised her hand, but did not attempt 

strike. 
" A Jewess was hypnotized on a Saturday, when it is forbidden an or- 
thodox Jew to accept money, and offered a gold coin. ‘She refused to 
take it. 

| Why more advantage is not taken of hypnotizable people to carry out 
criminal acts when such would m to be a convenient method of violat- 


ing the law is easily answered. : 


In the first place it is generally believed that only a person with evil . 


tendencies can be used as a tool. It would be safer to make a confed- 
erate of such a person than trust to the complicated and clumsy method of 
hypnotism. 

Then many people cannot be hypnotized, and of those whom it is pos- 
sible to get under influence some may, and many often do, awake when 
the experimenter least expects it. Besides, complete loss of memory of

‘lo avoid the mechanical movements of the hypnotized person, it would 
be necessary to give suggestions to him covering every possible combina- 
tion of contingencies, and this would present difficulties so great as to 
hardly warrant the risky attempt. A recent writer on the subject says 
that he considers the danger of detection so great that a less practical 
method could hardly be selected. 

In most European countries only medical men are permitted to prac 
tice hypnotism. 

Russian law forbids a physician to hypnotize a patient unless there are 
other medical men present. And even then it is first necessary to notify the 
local administrative authorities of the exact day and hour on which the 
proposed séance will take place and the names of the witnesses must be 
given. Publications on hypnotism which may be accessible to the ordinary 
reader must be submitted to a censorship. No public exhibitions may be 
given outside of clinics or hospitals. 

That hypnotism has an injurious effect, both physical and moral, is now 
generally conceded by all well qualified men who have seriously considered 
the matter. Medical authorities all over the world have pointed out its 
dangers. 4 

One writer on thé subject, whose experience qualifies him to express 
an opinion, states tat the risk of mental detefioration from the frequent 
induction of the hypnoti¢ state, especially for those of a nervous tempera- 
ment, is distinctly dangerous. For this reason alone there is good cause 
why there ought to be passed a law in the United States to restrict the

| Probability of enduring fame. That Sir 
_ Henry would realize the Italian poet in face 
and figure is easily credited, for his fitness 
for the part .was- pointed out long ago. 

That Sardou was,not present at the first 

_ performance is due, it is understood, to a 
. difference.of opinion that has arisen between 
him and Sir Henry. The latest issue ofthe 
Theater Magazine contains an interesting 
interview with the French dramatist and 
when asked relative to this point he is 
quoted as saying: ‘* I had fully intended go- 
Ing to London .to.see the. final rehearsals 
and the first night, but circumstances have 
arisen which make it impossible for me to da 
so. You see, Sir Henry -Irving has made 
certain modifications in my play of. which I 
don’t approve... In fact, I strongly disapprove 
of them. Inthe scene in the lower regions 
I had, in accordance with the ‘ Divine Com- 
edy,’ placed two popes in hell—Bonifacio 
VIII. and Clement V. This was the culmi- 
Mating scene in the play. In it Dante de- 
notgnced the vices and crimes of these his- 
toric characters and the force of this tirade, 
coming as a kind of reaction after the pent- 
up bitterness of long exile. was the most 
effective situation of the drama. When I 
first. read this scene to Sir Henry he was 
full of enthusiasm about it. But I am afraid 
Sir Henry (whose talents none appreciates 
more than I) has not got a strong will. He 
has allowed himself to -be influenced by 
those who have told him that a scene show 
ing popes in hell would cause a scandal, that 
it would hu-:t the susceptibilities of the Cath- 
This is quite illogical and absurd. 
The Po Bonifacio VIII. and.Clement V. 
lived a long timeago. Their lives and crimes 
are ancient history. Besides, in monarchical 
England, you bave members. of. the royal 
family, possibly a king himself, witnessing, 
“tn * Richard Ill.’ another king of England, 
the present king's ancestor, committing 
murders, .and no ‘one thinks of objecting. 
in Protestant England, it is contended 
that an outcry would be made if a: part of 
Dante's “Divina Commedia,’ stil] further 
back in history, were placed on the stage. 
The whole contention is'ridiculous. 

* However, Sir Henry was afraid of some- 
thing dreadful happening, and so a cardinal 
has been substituted for the popes. But all 
the dramatic force and sign#icance of the 
soene is lost, and the play is spoiled. If Sir 
Henry had not been prepared to stage the 
acene ae I wrote it, why. did he accept it in 
the first instance? If I had known the scene 
was not to be acted. ds I had written it, I 
should perhaps not have done the piay at all. 
At ang rate, if I went to London for the re- 
hearsals or the first night I should seem to 
accept the alterations made, which I do not. 
I pfotest.”” And M. Sardou shrugged his 
shoulders resignedly. 

Referring to the criticism passed by certain 
Italian writers that the drama was not his- 
torical Sardou said: ‘“* The fact that a whole 
act of our play is devoted to Dante’s descent 
into. hell should clearly indicate that our 
Grama has no intention of being a historical 
@rama in the proper sense of the word. By 
a combination of truth and fiction, legend 
and history, it is a symbolical work—that is 
to say, fully in conformity with the poetical 
traditions of the entire middle ages and with 
the twork of Dante himself, in which sym- 
boliemn ts found everywhere. 

“Not only are our anachronisms inten- 
tional, but it is also ir accordance with a2 
preconceived plan that we have forgotten 
the marriagé of Dante to a Donati, his con- 
yueal quarre!s, and the obscure destiny of 
big seven children. His exile is the only 
fact we have retained of his political life 
in Florence, but that is a fact which dom- 
inates all others, for from that time dates 
his greatness and his glory. 

“Our Dante is the exile wandering from 
city to city, his theughts ever turned to his 
beloved Florence, which he never loves more 
than when he is reproaching it the most 
Ditterly for its cruelty and ingratitude. He 
is the Chrietian philosapher, enemy of the 
Nely.see in the name of the evangile. He is 
the forerunner of modern times, eager for 
pustice, yearning for charity, in sympathy 
with all human suffering, heartsick to find, 
wherever the curse of exile drives him, the 
triumph of iniquity, of brute force, of trea- 
Son, and of hypocrisy. It was during those 
Wanderings that he absorbed, drop by drop, 
@ii that gall which he was to pour forth 
later on in the vengeful strophes of his

At the last festival, gitep two years ago, 
the three great masterpieges of Bach were 
given in their entirety, an@ewith so much of 
careful preparation and reverence that the 
highest critical commendation was the por- 
tion of both .Mr.. Wolle and his Bach choir. 
Two years ago the singers sang the ‘‘St. Mat- 

Passion’’ and the “Christmas Oratorio”’ 
without using their books; and it is expected 
that this season the B minor mass will also 
be sung from memory: The abliity to dp this 
speaks for the thoroughness and the enthu- 
with which-the festivals are prepafed, 
and tells of the musical ‘significance the per- 
formances assume.

ISS MARLOWE’S return will be 
the most important incident of 
the present week in the local 
world of amusement. The gifted 
actress comes bringing us no 
offering: of the dramatic worth 
that her abilities as an inter- 
preter of Shakspearean roles justify us 
in desiring and expecting at her hands, but 
the play, while of the ephemeral sort that 
has claimed her attention during the last 
few years to the exclusion unfortunately of 
those better and more enduring works in 
which she.could easily be seen to advantage, 
is accredited with popular success and that 
it will prove entertaining the presence of 
Miss Marlowe in a leading réle gives assur- 
ance. 

The piece is a dramatic version made by 
Paul Kester and George Middleton of George 
W. Cable’s southern romance, “‘ The Cav- 
alier.” Since its initial production in New 
Haven last November the play has enjoyed 
a long and prosperous run in New York 
and has visited many of the other cities of 
the east, being styled everywhere a crea- 
tion good of its kind and one in which Miss 
Marlowe is seen to advantage.

Al- 
though the captain was.a sofitherner and 
wore the confederate gray, his wife, who by 
every. attachment of birth and sympathy is 
a southern adherent, discovers that he has 
betrayed his own people for northern gold. 
She repudiates him utterly, and declares that 
for the future they must be strangers. She 
ufges him to rejoin the federal army and 
fight to redeem his honor. That is the only 
way in which he can redeem it—and perhaps 
regain her love. This he refuses to do, and 
disappears, and all, save his wife, believe him 
to be dead. However, he returns, proves 
himself. to be a murderer as well as a 
traitor, and is frustrated by Charlotte in his 
base attempt to do further injury to the 
southern cause. He dies in a military hos- 
pital and Charlotte weds the lover of her 
girlhood. 

Miss Marlowe's role is said to be-of the 
strenuous sort, running the full emotional 
gamut from light comedy to intense passion. 
The production, it is promised, will be both 
tasteful and elaborate, and the value of the

No Damage in Texas. 

Counselman’s Kansas City agent wired: 
“Wheat in Oklahoma and Kansas in fine 
condition. Recent rain and snow a great 
benefit. None of our people report any dam- 
age by the recent cold weather.’’ Reports 
to the Rosenbaum Grain company from their 
Texas agents were that the crop had not 
been hurt in‘that state, the frost not being 
severe and the rains doing good. 

There were some advices from Minneap- 
olis that the weather had been too wet for 
spring wheat seeding and the work much 
behindhand, particularly in southern Min- 
nesota. Other reports were that 90 per cent 
of the seeding was done and that it would 
all be completed in good time in a week or 
ten days.

ANALYSIS OF CRIME IN ROME. 


27,874 Offenders. 


Sig. Giungi, Prefect of Police, Makes 
. Statistical Arrangement of 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE or THE TRIBUNE. } 

ROME, April 17.—Sig. Giungi, head prefect 
of police in Rome, has published a mono- 
graph which cannot fall to prove both inter- 
esting and valuable to students of criminal 
psychology. It is a study of crime statistics 
in the Italian capital during the last decade. 

Since 1893 27,874 cases have been dealt with 
by the Roman police; 23,203 of these related 


to offenses 
maining 4,671 


property, and the re- 
crimes against the person. 


Two-thirds of the delinquents did. not, by 
birth, belong to the commune of Rome; 23,274 


came from the working class.. 


In Rome itself a large proportion of the 
cases were*cénnected with mendicancy, and 


as many as 82 per cent of the offenders were . 


persons who had tramped to the capital from 
other parts of Italy. Crime, too, as Sig. 
Giungi notes, is far more prevalent during 


the winter season than in 


summer. The 


former period is notable for night robberies, 
whereas in summer thefts are more numer- 


ous in the daytime. 
As regards professions, etc., 


individuals 


convicted of swindling, forgery, and the like 
come as_a rule from commercial travelers, 
agents, and the student class; pickpockets 
and shoplifters recruit largely from the ranks 
of the unemployed, hawkers, minors, and in- 
corrigibles; while robberies with violence are 
most common amongst smiths, masons, Car- 


penters, joiners, and upholsterers.

in his recent comments upon the beauties and rejuvenating character of the Yellow- 

stone park, it was famous old Jim Bridger, the Daniel Boone of the Rocky mountain 

country, who first brought the news of this bit of nature’s wonderland to the civil- 
ization represented by St. Joseph, Mo., away back in the ‘50s. © 

it is true that old Jim made no reference to the place as a health resort. Few people 


_. meeded health in those days and those.who were in search of it kept east of the Missouri 


river, well out of the range of the Blackfeet and Sioux. To Jim it was the place “‘ where 


h-—— bubbles over,’’ and this was his description of the spot when the editor of the Kansas 


City Journal first listened to Jim’s stoical account of its wonders. The editor even pre- 
pared an article on that wonder section of the country, but zuppressed it on account of its 
being unbelievable. Jim stuck to the story, however, and in 1879 the editor of the paper 
printed an‘ editorial apology to Bridger for his lack of credence in the story. " 
Today of*Jim Bridger’s story would not be half strong enough to encompass the whole 
truth of the..<gion now set aside as a national park for all the people. Within its domains 
the lion almost literally has lain down with the lamb. Bear and deer and elk and moose 
that fied from Bridger’s buckskins in those early days would.only stand and stare at him 
now in curiosity and interest. The mountain sheep, shyest of all the animals of the hills, 
‘would allow him to 'ride within a stone’s throw of the crag upon which it rested. Even 
the mountain lion, which at times forces the military guards of the park to wage war 
upon his carnivorous destructiveness, is immune from the bullets of the park visitors. 


Only the ‘speckled trout of the mountain streams and lakes may be taken to bag by the | 


sportsman. | 
‘In this wonderland of nature and this wonderland of civilization, even the military 


‘arm of government is changed to a factor in the interest of this disarmed peace of the 


park. In the last winter, when the deep snows of the ranges covered the natural feeding 
grounds of the wild ruminants of the park, hay was scattered in front of the troops’ quar- 
ters, and here, according to Billy Hofer, who was in Chicago a few weeks ago, ‘‘the 

deer and elk and mountain sheep got to be an infernal nuisance; why, they wouldn't get 
out of the way of a wagon without the driver's laying about him with a whip.” : 


Tribute from President Roosevelt. 


President Roosevelt, in leaving the park, paid it a lasting tribute within the limits of 
a paragraph. 

“The Yellowstone park,” he said, “‘is something absolutely unique in this world, as 
far as 1 know. Nowhere else in any eivilized country is there to be found such a tract 
of veritable wonderland, made accessible to all visitors, where at the same time not only 
the scenery of the wilderness but the wild creatures of the park are scrupulously pre- 


served as they were, the only change being that these same wild creatures have been so 
carefully protected as to show literally astounding tameness.”

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In this is another of the anomalies of the park; that a spot where steam heat and hot 
water are turned on for every month‘in the year should have summer resort possibilities 
suggests the Jim Bridger stories of forty years ago. 

But in the park there are frosts nearly every night through the summer and on 
many days the warmth of a camp fire is grateful to chilled bodies. The warmest station 
in the park is Fort Yellowstone at Mammoth Hot Springs, and there a July maximum 
of 88 degrees and an August Maximum of 83, against a common minfmum of 3, suggests 
the small part that volcanic fires play in the mean temperatures. The atmosphere show- 
ing this wide range may be regarded as fit only for the fit, but to the constitution which 
may stand it for a season of rest thefe can be no doubt of its refréshing influences. 

The diversions for the visitor who may wish to spend a month or two in the park are 
many. First is the fishing, the only sport that comes to the citizen who may have a taste 
for the chase. There is an abundance of water in which flies may be cast, and in which 
the coyness and fickleness of the western trout family may be thoroughly tested. The 
Firehole river and its tributaries at the Upper Geyser basin are full of trout, but they bite 
only at night or when there are clouds and the surface of the water is ruffled. . 


Fine Fishing, but No Shooting. : 


The lake is especially full of salmon trout, and it is possible for two men in a boat 
to bring in fifty fish in an hour, the average being more than a pound. As fobd they do 
not compare with the brook varisty, but as game fish they have no superiors; frequently 
a man with a light rod may have to play a two pounder for fifteen minutes before it is 


_ brought to net. In the Yellowstone river, too, as far down as the falls, fish are caught 


in great numbers. 
Shooting in the park is forbidden. Visitors must leave weapons at the entrance with 


the soldiers, or else have them put under seal. But camera “shots’’ arectolerated to the 
limit, and, as some onehas said, it requires a good deal more skill to get a camera shot at 
one of the park animals than to get a rifle shot at it. 

For camera shooting the mountain sheep is most difficult as a target. In the winter 
season, whén they are fed in the neighborhood of the post, it is possible to drive a load of 
hay within a few feet of them, but in the summer season they are almost impossible of 
approach. The moose is another of the shy creatures of the park, and seldom lends his 
outlines to the camera. Elk, however, take kindly to the lens, and in some cases as many 
as sixty of these great creatures have been photographed in one group. 

The park buffaloes number about twerlty at the present time. They are about as tame 
as ordinary range stock, and a man on a horse may ride within ten yards of a herd. They 
lend themselves to the camera in an effective manner. : ‘ 

Those persons who have looked upon the bear as a fierce, carnivorous creature, seeking 
whom he may devour, will be surprised at the attitude of the bears in Yellowstone park. 
Those varieties include the black and cinnamon bears, of which the cinnamon is the larger 
and tamer. On one occasion, while the president was in the park, a pair of these immense 
creatures came to the rear of the camp to feed upon kitchen refuse, and they were so per- 
sistent as to become nuisances before they finally were driven off. It was suggested by 
a member of the party that some one with a hand organ might come into the park with 


. profit, leading these animals away to the tune of the bear dance,

| Bears in Garbage Boxes. 


At the hotels in the park these great creatures are nearly always rooting in the garbage 
boxes and quarreling among themselves, half a dozen at a time. At first many visitors 


- are badly frightened, but after awhile those with cameras learn that they are the easiest 
of all the great animals of the park to take away on a sensitized plate. There are stories 
of these animals that point to the possibilities of being “‘ cross as a bear.’’ Last summer 


it was said that a big cinnamon bear resented the curiosity of a Frenchman who came 
too close to an especially savory pile of garbage at which the bear was feeding. A “ hug” 
fcllowed the interruption of the meal, and it required a vial of ammonia held to the nose 
of the great beast to induce him to relax his half nelson lock. 

Two years ago a cinnamon bear came into the kitchen of the hotel at the cafion and 
refused to leave. The chef and his following pade an attack upon the animal, but he 
held his own doggedly until a squad of soldiers was called and shot the creature. 

In the main, however, there are few animals in the park that are inclined to look for 
trouble. Every year the soldiers in the park shoot a few gray wolves, wildcats, and moun- 
tain lidns, but this is more for the protection of the natural quarry of these animals than 
for the safeguarding of visitors. There is a story told by Lieut. Doane of the time when 


= C By was lost for a month in the park. This was in 1870, and when the 


searching party finally found the man he was up a tree, where he said he had been all 
night, guarded by a mountain lion. The next day the party killed one of these lions, which 
Everts identified as the anima! which had been skulking after him for several days, 
Everts’ food in all this time had been the roots of thistles, boiled tender in the hot pools. 

Aaother animal which always has been of prime interest to man is the beaver, and at 
Willow park especially the little creatures may be seen working after the tashion com- 
monly attributed to them. Experiments have been made in tearing down portions of 
their dam. But all undaunted they take up the work of repair, and under the eyes 
of their persecutors they cut twigs from the banks, swimming with mouths full of them 
or diving to the bottom for the mud used in plastering. Nowhere else in the world, per- 
haps, can such a sight be had of these animals at work. | 


“‘How God Writes History.” 


Then, as some one has suggested, “ take a look or two into some of the tertiary vol- 
umes of the grand geological library of the park and see how God writes history. No 
technical knowledge is required; only a calm day and a calm mind. Nowhere else in the 
Rocky mountains have the volcanic forces been so fiercely busy. More than 10,000 square 
miles lying around you have been covered to a depth of at least 5,000 feet with material 
spoyted from chasms and craters during the tertiary period, forming broad sheets of ba- 
galt, andesite, rhyolite, and marvelous masses of ashes, sand, cinders, and stones now 
consolidated into conglomerates charged with the remains of plants and animals that 
lived in the calm, genial periods that separated the volcanic outbursts. .

OR the first time in the church history 
of America, three religious bodies, 
widely drffering in church polity, have 
taken definite steps toward organic 

| union. At a meeting held in Pittsburg, 

Pa... on April 22 and 23, the Congregational, 

United Brethren, Methodist Protestant, and 
Américan Christian denominations were rep- 
| resented by committees, and discussion in 
: denominational and joint sessions led to the 
3 unanimous adoption of a plan for the close 
..@ffiliation of Congregationalists, United 
“© Brethren, and Methodist Protestants in a 
“new national body to be called the “ General 
- glouncil of the United Churches.” 
in the term “ united churches,” some of 
the earnest workers toward the end of con- 
golidating protestant bodies see a general 
classification broad enough to include all 
a ’ faiths.

Powers of the Genera Council. | 


The ‘General Council of the United 
Churches "’ will be composed of representa- 
tives of the three bodies, representation be- 
ing based upon some ratio of church mem- 
bership to be agreed upon. The council will 
have no power of legislation as to matters 
which affect only one of the denominations 
‘composing it, all such being referred to the 
national body of the denomination, but it 
will legislate on matter of general interest, 
ot which mission plans, home and foreign, 
and ‘general church polity, doubtless will 
take much of the time of the meetings. 

It should be understood that the plan 


adopted in Pittsburg, with the added de-, 
_ tails to be decided upon by the subcommit- 


tees, becomes operative only by the ap- 
prova] of the national bodies of the three 
denominations. It will be a long time, there- 
fore, before the plan can be put into opera- 
tion, even though no opposition to it may 
arise. 

The first body to which it will be referred 
will be the general conference of the Meth- 
odist Protestant church, which will meet 
in May, 1904, probably in Washington, D. C. 
The National Council of Congregational 
Churches in the United States will next con- 
sider it at a meeting in Des Moines, Ia., in 
October, 1904; while the genera! conference 
of the United Brethren in Christ does not 
meet until May of 1905. 


Others May Enter Into Spirit. 


No opposition has manifested itself in any 
of the denominations, all leaders expressing 
themselves as greatly pleased that the Pitts- 
burg meeting had such definite result; some 
go so far as to say that not only will the 
general plan be adopted by the three de- 
nominations, but that it is altogether likely 
that other religious bodies will ask to be in- 
cluded in:the general council of the united 
churches—the Evangelical, the United Evan- 
gelical, and the Cumberland Presbyterian 
churches being named as among those likely 
to seek affiiliation. 

Other religious bodies are trying to unite or 
affiliate, and, if the way be found by one, 
many more will follow. Cumberland Pres- 


‘byterians; or an element among them, would 


bring their body intO union with regular 
Presbyterians. They separated on the “ in- 
fant clause ”’ in the confession, and that be- 
ing now remedied there is now no doctrina! 
reason to keep the two bodies apart. Small 
Presbyterian bodies are seeking to get into 
one large body and are asking reformed 
churches of all branches to come in with 
them. Including the Reformed Presbyterians 
there are about fifteen denominations, all 
Presbyterian in government, but separated 
during the last century upon minor doc- 
trinal details. Now it is proposed to unite 
all in one general assembly, each body to re- 
main autonomous ahd retain its name. Pres- 
byterians South and the Dutch brand of the 
reformed church are coquetting over union, 
in both churches earnestly de- 

re it. 

Polish Catholics seek union with the regu- 
lar Protestant Episcopal body, and the latter 
want the Reformed Episcopalians to return. 
The Poles left the Roman Catholic church 
because of priesthood, especialy in the hand- 
ling of money matters, and the Reformed 
Episcopalians split from the parent church 
twenty-five years ago because of alleged 
Romanizing and ritualistic tendencies. 

Methodists north and south are getting 
closer together by compilations of common 
hymnals and services, and the common man- 
agement of missions. They separated in 1844 
over the same causes which politically led to 
the civil war. 


Lutherans Would Harmonize. 


Among the larger Lutheran bodies and in 
the largest synod of al, the Missouri synod 
excepted, there is a definite movement 


‘toward union. It is most pronounced in the 


general synod and general council, but ex- 
tends in some measure to the United synod 
of the south. The movement has taken 
shape in common meetinga, which have 
avoided doctrinal and financial questions 
and have discussed points of agreement. 
Among the Lutheran bodies speaking for- 

n tongues prejudices are disappearing, 
argely because young people who speak 
English are coming to the front. 

The two leading Jewish bodies are less 
hostile than formerly, as was shown the 
other day when the new president of the 
Hebrew Union college, Cincinnati, was a 
principal speaker at the opening of the new 
one of the Jewish seminary in New 
York. 

While there are these movements toward 
union in America, there are in no quarters 
differences that are likely to lead to separa- 
tions. There is most talk of differences 
among Protestant Episcopalians, where the 
high, broad, and low church schools differ 
radically in both belief and practice. But 
their leaders declare that there is absolutely 
no danger of separation, and point to the 
pride felt throughout their church over the 
breadth of a polity that can hold so many 
schools. Quakers have done a'great amount 
of disagreeing, but recently they have come 
“together into a five year meeting, and no 
separation tendencies are in sight. 


New Religion Every Year. 


New religious bodies are coming into exist- | 


ence, but they are not being made by splits 
among old ones. For the most part they ar 
composed of followers of individuals. The 
are exactly 150 religious bodies in Protestant 
and Roman Cathotic America, 145 from Prot- 
estant and 5 from Roman Catholic origin, and 
they increase at the rate of about one a year. 
The age seems to be religious, and it appears 
to matter little what new leaders teach—they 
all get followers. Once launched, these new 


ventures live, it being a rare thing for any 


of them to go altogether out of existence. 

If Christian Science and the Restoration 
Host, the newest religions of marked growth, . 
follow precedent they will separate and Ed- 
dyites and Dowileites will appear. As yet, 
however, there are no signs of such separa- 
tion. ‘

This was in the fall of 1899. Between this date and the 
sale of the Standard Pneumatic company in Chicago in Feb- 
ruary, 1902, the record of Mr. Hurley was one of continued 
success. In 1899 his capital of $50,000 had been raised to 
$1,000,000, his’ expert machinists had been brOught into the 
company, and a few shares had been sold. When a merging 
of the interests of this and the other great ‘company had 
fallen through the effort on the part of the rival company to 
purchase was successful and for $1,157,000 the property of the 
former railroad engineer passed out of his handa,

Now Learning to Rest. 

Sitting at his desk in the Marquette building, where he 
was for years a business tenant, Mr. Hurley today is a maz 
of indefinite leisure, save as his friends break in upon him. 
And there are many of these. - 

“So far as I know,” he says, “my ancestors were hard 
working people. I have been tdéld that I would be unable t¢ 
settle down to doing nothing, as I am now, if for no other 
reason than ancestral inclinations. But somewhere away 
back of the hard workers that I have known I must have 
some relation who knew how to loaf; for I can do it beau- 
tifully and naturally.” 

But there is a sore spot in the heart of the man—a some- 
thing of which he speaks in lowered voice and which he puts 
forcefully in the words: “ Just when I thought I had gained 
everything in the world I lost nearly everything.” He was 
married to Julia Keeley in Chicago in’ 1891, and after a little 
more than nine years of married life she died, leaving him 
with two boys, Edwin Keeley, 10 years old at present, and 
Raymond J., now 8 years old. 

In these boys the heart of the man fs now centered. The 
grandmother of the boys, mother of their mother, has been 
and is a mother to them. The city home Is at 1672 Jackson 
boulevard, while at Wheaton is a farm of 185 acres in which 
father and sons are much interested. There are fine riding 
and driving horses, and one of the specialities of the place is 
the imported Dexter cattle from Ireland, which have been 
duplicated in this country only by Whitelaw Reid. 

Personally Mr. Hurley is a striking man. He is of medium 
height, muscular, but with a soft hand that does not suggest 
laboring with the scoop of a locomotive cab.

Women Who Fail 
Hurt ‘Their Sisters. 
HEN a man ‘fails in business, in 
office, in a position of trust, wheth- 
er through incompetency or dis- 
honesty, he ruins simply his own 
future prospects.; When a woman 
fails she involves her whole sex. Other men, 
because of this’ one’s failure, will not be 
branded with disgrace and unable to secure 
a similar position, for, although one man 
has proved unfit, there are thousands splen- 
Gidly equipped, while centuries attest to 
raen’s capacity for great achievements. Al- 
though one man has shown himself unworthy 
of confidence, an infinity of men, past and 
present, have made a record of faithfulness 
and integrity. But not so with women. 
they have no past record, but everywhere, 
under the new order, they are on trial. 
Constantly they are being watched, meas- 
wred, criticised, judged. They are striving 
te justify their claims te q share in all the 
world’s activities, and the public, looking on 
with’ cold skepticism, says, ‘‘ Demonstrate 
your ability.”” An all penetrating search- 
light follows them. If they falter or fail 
public opinion does not say, “ This one wom- 
an was not equal to her task,”’ but it de- 
ciares, “‘Ail women are failures.” 

Not long ago a man in Cleveland, O., was 
supposed to have swallowed his false teeth. 
Physicians located them with the X ray, 
cut open his stomach, discovered nothing. 
Yhe man died, and the teeth were after- 
wards found in his bureau drawer. Later a 
child in New. York was ‘thought to have 
swallowed a tiny toy. The @octors located it 
in the throat, cut into it, but nothing was 
there; cut into the stomach, with the same 
result. The child died, and the autopsy 
showed the toy in the back gart of. the 
nose. Such cases might be multiplied many 
times. They provoke little comment—pos- 
81 hurt the practice of those who make 
the Mistake, but physicians in general are 
not in the least injured. Had women doc- 
tors committed these biunders it would have 
been heralded broadcast, and the universal 
cOmment -would have been, *“ Women are 
mot fitted for the practice of medicine.”

This has been the only instance of 
tis kind,.and yet not many weeks pass with- 
out recording the connection of some male 
minister with a breach of morals, but the 
censure is visited on him alone, and the 
standing of his brother clergymen is in no 
wise affected. “He was a wolf in sheep's 
clothing,’ the public saya; “drive him out 
the fold." But in the of the woman 
says, “‘CoOndemn the whole flock.”’ 

- Men at large have proved their fitness for 
every line of work, and their failures are 
mere incidents. They do not steer through 
unknown seas. On the contrary,every wom- 
an who goes outside the conventional boun- 
daries must prepare a chart by which all 
other women shall navigate. If her craft 
meet disaster—whether it be a little boat 
mear the shore. or a big vessel plowing 
through the deep waters—the world cries 
out, ‘It never was ordained that a woman 
should sail a ship.’’ In other words, if the 
glerk in-a store or.the spnomrseher in an 
office fall from grace, the people exclaim, 
“It is what might be expected when girls 
g0 outside of home to ‘work,” and they would 
sweep the whole army back into domestic 
employments. And so, if-the woman who 
ventures out on the high sea of a-profession 


or a large business enterprise makes a fail- : 


‘ure, the verdict is not that the individual 
woman was incompetent but that women 
in general are not equal to great undertak- 
ings. Man is always and everywhere re- 
garded as an entirety, standing or falling 
by himself; woman merely as a part of a 
whole which she brings down with her when 
she falls. | 
The women of the new century are in 
the limelight. Wherever they move onthe 
stage it follows them, and a vast, critical 
audience looks on, ready to applaud or cun- 
demn. Woman—the new woman—is ar- 
raigned before the bar of public opinion. 
Each one must regard herself gs a test case 
in which the tinding of the jury;-the sentnce 
of the judge, will extend toall. Those who 
are daring to experiment, who are breaking 
through the circumference of the old sphere, 


- who are stepping out of the beaten track to 


explore new paths, are taking a tremendous 
responsibility, such as never was borne by 
those of any previous age. They are to 
make it much easier‘ or much harder for all 
the women who will follow after them. 
Which shall it be? Man has preémpted the 
earth and the fullness ‘thereof. Woman 
must prove her right to every inch she gets. 
If her claim have a flaw ip it, those of other 
women are invalidated, ‘God give us 
men?’ No. God give us women who shall 
be equal to obligations that will increase 
rather than diminish for several generations 
yet to come.

Why Woman Suffra 


Fails in Many States. 
When the last national woman suffrage 
on of appoint- 
ing a committee to investigate and make 
public the methods which are constantly 
used to defeat their measures they had es- 
pecially in mind the bill Just vetoed by Gov. 
Brodie in Arizona after {t had passed both 
houses of the legislature. Of this action the 
Tucson (Ariz.) Star said: 

“The salodn and gambling element were 
the strongest class that urged the disap- 
proval of the bill. It ig a matter of fact 
that in several of the towns the petitions 
which went to the governor were carricd 
around by saloonkeepers ‘and gamblers, and 
that the gambiers in P tt, Phoenix, and 
Tdeson were betting that the governor would 
veto the bill. Tonight the saloons of Phenix 
are the center of rejoicing on account of the 
stand Gov. Brodie has taken on the suffrage 
bill, claiming that they are on top and that 
the governor is with them. As a prominent

These are not the words of a woman suf- 
frage organ but of as reputable a wewspaper 
as there is in the territory. “ After the veto 
was announced,” a dispatch from Tucson 
said, ‘“‘the saloonkeepers hilariously. cele- 
brated. One of their mottoes was, ‘ We greet 
eur noble governor, A. O. Brodie, for his de- 
feat of the woman suffrage bill.’"" 

The reason assigned by the governor was 
that the legislature could/not constitutional- 
ly grant the franchise, but a decision had 
just been rendered by the Supreme court sus- 
taining the validity of the school suffrage, 
which had been thus conferred upon women, 
and exercised by them since 1887, and this 
also covered the full suffrage. The act under 
which territories are organized permits their 
legislatures to confer the suffrage and under 
at the women of Utah and Wyoming voted 
seventeen and twenty-one years, respective- 
ly, without challenge. Gov. Brodie had not 
the smaliest peg on which to hang his veto. 

There are thousands of men and women in 
the United States who would repudiate with 
horror any affiliation with the elements men- 
tioned above, but who certainly do stand with

also who conscientiously doubt that it would. 
tend to promote temperance and morality, or 
that it has improved conditions where it does 
exist. If it does not have this effect, why 
is it that its most bitter enemies are those 
classes which have just defeated it in Ari- 
zona? It is thein power alone which has 
killed every bill and every amendment for 
it, no matter in what state-presented: They 
comprise the shrewdest of politicians and 
the strongest of organizations. If they did 
not regard woman suffrage as a menace to 
their institutions and did not consider its 
effects injurious to them in the states where 
it exists would they be everywhere and at 
all times its most implacable foe? There can 
be but one logical answer to this question.

Trying to Fit Foreigners 
to Be Good Citizens. 


When a Kentucky woman enlists in a re- 
form she employs no half-hearted methods. 
Although she does not follow the shotgun 
and bowieknife policy so popular with the 
masculine portion of her state, she shows 
herself to be not lacking in fighting quali- 
ties. Mrs. Katherine Wolsey, a Kentuckian, 
who recently wrote a book to show that 
women had more rights under a monarchy 
than-under a republic, has now withdrawn 
her membership from the Daughters of the 
American Revolution because the fore- 
fathers ‘‘ founded a strictly male oligarchy, 
and it shows a want of self-respect to honor 
the fathers who repudiated and disinherited 
women.” 

Mrs. Wolsey should not be so hard on her 
ancestors, who, although they were not great 
enough to give equal rights to women, yet 
had the highest conception of equality which 
had been manifest up to their time. She 
should place her withdrawal from this or- 
ganization on the substantial basis that the 
daughters of these revolutionary sires, after 
a .century and a quarter of progress, have 
not reached a plane where they themselves 
demand equal rights.for their own sex. If 
the descendants of these heroic fathers, 
after four generations of education and op- 
portunity, have not the spirit to claim for 
themselves every prerogative of American 
citizenship, do not condemn their ancestors. 
Surely they. set the highest example that 
was consistent with their day which marked 
only the dawn of universal freedom. 

In a recent statement prepared for publica- 
tion by Mrs. Charles W. Fairbanks, pres- 
ident of the D. A. R., she announced that 
“the society had its beginning in the fears 
of a few women that disaster was impend- 
ing over our country from the neglect of the 
principles of its founders!’’ She also stated 
that *“‘ one of the objects to which its mem~- 
bers are giving especial attention is the ed- 


ucation of foreigners who are constantly be-. 


coming a part of our citizenship; and they 
are endeavoring to fit them for this in New 
York, Boston, Chicago. Buffalo, Minneapolis, 
and many other citles.”’ 

.The contemplation of this spectacle might 
well make the gods of Olympus forget their 
dignity. Imagine this little handful of wom- 
en, scattered from Maine to California, 
undertaking to “fit for citigenship’’ the 
more than half a million immigrants who 
yearly land upon our shores, and meanwhile 
not asking these rights of citizenship for 
themselves or for the millions of native born 
women! It is to laugh. And if our newly 
arrived friends in the steerage have any 
sense of humor they certainly will be highly 
amused at the idea of being prepared for the 
elective franchise by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, to whom this govern- 
ment, in its infinite wisdom, has denied this 
same privilege! 

The advantages following a national suf- 
frage convention have been again illustrated 
in New Orleans. The next week after the 
last one adjourned eighty of the most prom- 
inent women in that city applied for mem- 
bership in the Equal Rightsclub. The wom- 
en of Newcomb college (Tulane university) 
have just debated the question, ‘* Resolved, 
That the Suffrage Shpuld Be Extended to 
Women,” before the faculty and a large audi- 
ence, with a decision in the affirmative. All 
of the papers in Néw Orleans. and most of 
those in the entire south, have contained 
editorials pro and con, and a number of in- 
fluential men have announced themselves ag 
“converts.” 


Public Schools as Branch 


of Associated Charities, 

The New York institution for the discour- 
agement of matrimony—the board of educa- 
tion—-which some time ago decreed that no 
married woman could teach in the public 
schools, has just modified its order. It will 
accept those whose husbands are mentally 
or physically incapacitated from earning a 
living—not that such women make better 
teachers but apparently because the schools 
are a branch of the Associated Charities. It 


‘also will admit those whose husbands have 


abandoned them for three years. Women 
who have been obliged to abandon worthless 
and abusive husbands need notapply. The 
only chance for a.wife is to make home so 
miserable that the husband will desert it and 
remain away three years. Then, if he should 
return at any time she must meet him with 
the broomstick and teakettle or lose her posi- 
tion in the schools.

This 
of mine, for instance, was merely a group of 
children playing outside of a house. I had 
no special name fof it until suddenly one day 
it Occurred tome to call it ‘ Visiting Grand- 
mother.’ This at once invested it with ad- 
ditional interest and has attracted more at« 
tention to it than it would have got with- 
out it.”’ 

Unless the subject of a picture is familiar 
enough to tell its own story. aid of this sort 
is well worth while. From a practical point 
of view artists are often too vague in their 
titles. Many a picture would command en- 
hanced interest from a more descriptive title, 
or, better yet, from a few words in the cata- 
logue describing the country or relating the 
incident, the blographical] anecdote, or what+ 
ever may have inspired the picture. . 

“Art for art’s sake” is excellent In the 
studio or classroom, but in the public gal- 
lery it is better to consult the miscellaneous 
public that is invited to see the pictures, 
Otherwise why invite them? It certainly can 
do no harm to make a picture as intelligiblle 
as. practicable to the spectator. If he cares 
for it only as a work of art the title will not 
detract from it if the visitor knows what 
was in the mind of the artist. If, on the 
other hand, he.is more interested in the sub- 
ject-of the picturé than in itg art, he will be 
more apt to catch, even, unconsciously, 
glimpses of its art when the subject tempts 
him to stop and look and study instead of 
passing it by as an irritating enigma, some 
mere landscape, or nameless waif of a figure. 


Some Bold Water Colors. 


T Thurber's gallery this week there 
will be an exhibition of Scott White's 
recent. water colors that his friends 
say show a striking and promising 

advance in his art. That which at once 
will strike the observer is his versatil- 
ity. His pictures include Holland scenery, 
autumn in the United States, the New Eng- 
land coast, and the soft calm that broods 
over lovely Clovelly. 

A canal scene at Dordrecht affects a bright- 


lS er color than the usual dull Holland gray 


landscape, but the painter may have caught 
his Holland in some gay holiday mood that 
the casual visitor does not often see. But 
there are others more characteristic of the 
country—great levels, ovércast by a tumultu- 
ous, vapory sky, with the huge sentinel arms 
of the windmills that keep Watch over every

genuine Holland landscape. It would hardly 
be acceptable to say that some of them are 
g00d enough to be Thaulow’s, but it is not 
extravagant to say that were Thaulow's 
name attached to some of them a great many 
people would think they were good enough. 
But Holland is not White's specialty. He 
has an eye for an American fall, with its 
purples and yellow and flame colored maples, 
its bronzed and copper colored oaks, and 
the golden haze in which they are baptized, 
In one of them is an almost prismatic sky, 
with colors so blended that the prim and 
formal rainbow is no rival in pageantry. By 
their side are rugged New England coast 
scenes. Over the purple rocks the raging 
blue waves are breaking into white spume. 
Some may think they never saw rocks so 
purple or sea so blue. Likely they never 
have. But the artist after months of study 
not only ‘acquires -an eye for color that is 
denied the uncultured, but by mere watching 
his opportunities seés these rare moods 
in nature that only the vigilant and diligent 


may behold. In time such visions inspire. 


the duller eyed among us to look for them 


From these fierce moods White turns with 
equal skill and greater charm to Clovelly, 
the picturesque Devonshire ravine flanked 
by the sea, whose beauty entices artists by 
the- scores and invites every other lover of 
nature to bask in its fascinating beauty. 
Some of these are so luminous with light and 
color that they might almost bring both 
into the bedrooms of some Chicago flats. At 
the end of a street in Clovelly a green sea 
emerges into a blue one, and that into the 
leaden sky on the horizon. In charming con- 
trast gleam sunny slopes and glistening, 
picturesque dwellings, the whole bathed in 
a beauty that charms the eye and soothes 
the spirit. One does not often see such bold 
effects in water color. If not strictly a new 
departure, certainly it is a noteworthy effort 
in vigor as well as beauty. <

Regardless of the small frogs used by the bajt casters of 
‘the country It is estimated that 1,000,000 frogs a year’are taken 
py the frog catchers of the United States from their, natural 
haunts. When it is considered that an average pair of frog 


legs of marketable size will weigh half a pound something of 
the economic value of this flesh food is understood by the lay- 
man. To the consumers of this country it is estimated that 
the cost of this food will reach at least $150,000. 

The great hunting grounds for these batrachians are in 
the marshes at the western end of Lake Erie and the Lewis 
and Grand reservoirs in Ohio; the marshes of the,.Sacramento 
and San Joaquin rivers, in California; the valley of the Kan- 
kakee river, in Indiana; Oneida lake, Beneca river, and other 
waters of northern New York; and the St. Francis river and 
the sunken lands of the Mississippi river in Arkansas and 
Missouri. 

More neen. are caught in the state of New York than in 
any other one geographical division of the United States, but 
in such of these named hunting grounds as are close todrans- — 
portation the catches of the last few years are shown mark- 
edly upon the supply. 

In catching these creatures many devices are used. Fish- 
ing tackle is-one of the popular means, the hooks baited with 
a bit of red flannel, a worm, or other insect. Rifles of small 
caliber, spears, and, cross bows are available, the most effec- 


tive means being the spear, commonly having. tpree prongs. 


In using it two men at night get into a boat, one seulling and 
the other with the spear standing behind a light, which daz- 
zles the victim in the water.

The frogs most commonly eaten are the bullfrog, the green.

more numerous, however, in the eastern states. It has a body 
length, when sitting, approaching four inches, and the name 
leopard frog is at once suggestive of its general appearance.

Woman’s Status in Light of Science. 


NE of the most interesting. recent 
0. works on the woman question from 
its scientific standpoint, both physi- 
wie") ological and sociological, is that of 
the late Prof. Charles Letourneau, 
theeminent French sociologist. This volume 
Which is entitled “‘ The Condition of Woman 
in Different Races and Civilizations,” was 
Létourneau’s last work. His conclusions, 
Which will not please everybody, are given in 
the following paragraphs from his book, 
which are translated from a quotation in the 
Revue Scientifique. The author makes the 
point, at the outset, that differences between 
the sexes are of two kinds; necessary physi- 
Sogical and anatomical differences, and 
those that have grown up in the course of 
centuries by reason of differences of modes 
of life and training. He says: | 
“I have been able to prove that, since 
the origin of human society, with the excep- 
Gon perhaps of the age of gold, feminine 
ekuality has not involved, essentially and 
of itself, the relative inferiority of females. 
We must even recognize that in the primitive 
human types the woman does not differ 
sensibly from her companion; that ex 
for sexual differences properly so called, the

This mental difference is noticeable also in 
the applications of intellect. The 
creative artists have all been men. In litera- 
ture woman lacks originality. Neitherinthe 
arts nor in the sciences has a woman yet 
reached the first rank. On the other hand, 
the tendency to crime is four or five times 
less developed in woman than in man, ac- 
cording to Quetelet, and her influence, not 
only on her offspring, but on her husband, 
is potent for good orfll. The author goes on 
to say: 

‘No serious and lasting social progress is 
possible if woman does not aid it and benefit 
by it. This truth, which is in appearance 
axiomatic, has, nevertheless, been neglected 
for ’a long time, and is yet frankly admitted 
only by an‘ intelligent minority. How shall 
this: result be reached? The first reform, 
and it is in course of execution, though yet 
timidly, is to put the two sexes as much 


as possible on a footing of equality in edu- 


cation; in marriage, in the family, and in so- 
ciety. The words ‘ feminine’ and ‘ mascu- 
line’ are labels that may cover absolutely 


different articles. Many men are inferior to 


the average type of woman; many women 

exceed the mean measure of their sex. All 

aptitudes should be free to develop without 

constraint; equilibrium will come of itself.”’ 

“ But if either one of the sexes may of right 
claim certain privileges and immunities, it is 
surely the so-called feeble sex, on which 
nature has imposed the heavy burden of re- 
producing the species and of nursing and 
rearing the young. 

‘“‘A future civilization, more humanand less 
warlike than ours, may perhaps lighten this 
burden; but it will always be heavy, and in 
the future, as in the past, it will create for 
moman disadvantageous conditions of indi- 
vidual competition, as well for manual labor 
as for mental work. In fact, almost always 
women who have been distinguished in artor 
jetters have few or no children. 

‘In our social organization, such as it Is, 
with its imperfections and its vices, it is 
already possible to better notably the lot of 
woman; but the more or less rapid evolution 
that is upon us cannot affect one of the sexes 
“thet woman's position may become 
worthy and just, that of man must be mod- 
ified in the same direction; it is necessary 
that a gradual but profound reform should 
change all of our institutions for the better— 
marriage, the family, the régime of property 
and of-labor, the’body politic. Iftue forward 
movement does not cease we may veers 
that, in a more healthy. juster, better ordere 
social state the social, mental, and even gunn 
deal differences between the two sexes wil 
be lessened.

Chance for Woman to Make Fortune 


OMEN as inventors have a field at 
present open to them which might 
easily change the general records of 
cyan the patent office—records pointing 
to the fact that in the past women 
inventors are in a discouraging minority. 
With the growing use of the gas range in 
cities and towns, the woman who will make 
an innovation in the general kitchen model 
of vessels for boiling, having in view the 
utilizing of the heat now lost under the or- 
dinary flat bottom kettles and steamers, will 
have made a long step toward fortune, 

The fact is that while the old Bunsen burner 
has made the perfect combustion of 
gas possible, the general design of the gas 
range and the flat bottoms of nearly every 
vessel used above the burners have combined 
to lose at least 50 per cent of the heat gener- 
ated by the jet. 

An expert in Chicago has been experiment- 
ing in this utilizing of the full measure of gas 
under improved boilers and has succeeded in 
bringing the fuel up to the full test measure. 
But the vessel which has accomplished this 
is unavailable in domestic use, first, because 
it is too costly, and, in the second place, it is 
impossible to make it clean after starchy or 
greasy foods have been cooked in it. Ac- 
cording to outer dimensions of the boiler, 
too, its construction, with a hollow cylinder 
inside, leaves it of small capacity. . 


Experimenting, for instance, with a cof- 
fee pot of tin, most of the heat of the gas 
jet has been conserved at small money cost 
but at a heavy loss of room in the boiler 
and of labor in cleaning the vessel after- 
ward. The original bottom of the pot is 
unsoldered and taken out and a funnel of 
the @lameter of the pot is inverted inside 
and soldered fast to the bottom with its 
stem reaching up to the lid of the pot. A 
piece of circular metal almost closing the 
stem of the funnel is suspended close to the 
top of this false bottom, and thus the pot is 
ready for the flame. In this contrivance 
nearly two-thirds of the room in the pot is 
lost, and as to cleaning it there are insuper- 
able difficulties. 

“The object must be to keep the center 
of such a vessel clear,”’ said the experiment- 
er. ‘“‘ This will be necessary not only be- 
cause of capacity and the ability to clean it, 
but in order frequently to allow of stirring 
the food that is cooking. Many foods are 
subject. to the danger of burning, and as 
the heat is increased along the present lines 
the burning surface is increased, making 
the act of stirring more than ever necessary. 
Somebody ought to be able to take up the 
problem successfully; to get $2 worth of 
heat out of $1 worth of gas is an attractive 
proposition in this day of,small things.” 


At the present rate In Chicago a cubic foot 
of gas costs the consumer about one-tenth of 
a cent. Figuring upon the perfect combus- 
tion and distribution of this heat the one 
cubic foot of gas will raise the temperature 
of 500 pounds of water just one degree; or, 
with four pounds of water at 60° Fahrenheit 
it will raise that quantity to the boiling point. 


In this there is no allowance for the waste 
teat; the actual results obtained in the ordi- 
nary boiler on the ordinary range is just 
half of this. How to make effective the heat 
which the Bunsen burner made possible to 
gas is the problem. 

But if there is a waste in the consumption 
of gas in the gas range, what may be said of 
the coal in the coal range? For while the 
gas loses 50 per cent of its power in cooking 
foods, coal is chargeable with a loss of more 
than 8U per cent. 

In the consideration of coal, the experi- 
menter in its heat units makes small note of 
whether it be anthracite or soft coal; the 
heat units in the two are nearly equal. But 
as to the combuStion, that fs another story. 
Comparing coal with gas, however, figuring 
coal at $5 a ton and gas at $1 a thousand 
cubic feet, coal is the cheaper fuel. For 
while the cubic foot of gas costing one-tenth 
of a cent will operate in the gas range with 
present vessels to raise the temperature of 
250 pounds of water its one degree Fahren- 
heit, the four-tenths of a pound of coal, cost- 
ing one-tenth of a cent, will act in the mod- 
ern range to raise the temperature of 1,220 
pounds of water this one degree. Antici- 
pating perfect combustion in both cases and 
the perfect application of the heat, the gas 
would raise 500 pounds of water this one 
degree and the piece of coal of like worth 
would raise 5,600 pounds of water to. the 
same mark, 


“ Certainly, if a dozen big manufacturing 
plants were burning the coal and gas that aré 
burned in Chicago kitchens every year and 
were forced to put up with these losses of 50 
and 80 per cent respectively, somebody's in- 
genuity would be heavily taxed,’ said the 
experimenter. ‘“‘In the modern condensing 
steam engine's boilers the steam resulting 
from the coal burned is close to the theoret- 
ical heat value of the coal. After the steam 
is formed, however, there are great losses 
before the condensed steam has made the 
rounds and been pumped back into the boilers 
at a temperature representing 780 of these 
units, A 

“For instance, coal representing 13,500 
British thermal! units is shoveled into the fire- 
box of the modern boiler. The first loss isin 
the chimney and in the ash pit, 135 of these 
going out with the ashes and 2,970 escaping 
through the smokestack in the form of smoke 
and gases. The surface of the boiler itself 
will radiate 675 of these before the generated 
steam gets into the steam pipe that delivers 
the steam to the engine. When this steam 
haa been condensed the water from it is 
pumped back to the bollers for reheating, this 
water carrying to the condensers nearly 8,000 
of these units and taking only 780 of them 
back to the boilers. ) 

“ Thus, in a summary of results from the 
burning of 13,500 heat units worth of coal 
12,227 of these heat units that are represented 
by steam go to loss through radiation through 
the exh t, in the condenser and other 


sources of loss already named. Only 1,273 of 
these units are converted to power in the en- 
gine, and of these only 1,171 are delivered to 
the belt from the flywheel.” P .

MORE ABOUT TIMOTHY SEED. 
Dear Editor: As I am an old farmer! 
write to say that Prof. Frogroe Dibbins’ 
able contribution in your issue of April 5, on 
* How to Raise Timothy Seed,” is exactly 
to the point. He inadvertently omits men- 
tiom, however, of an important feature of 
succeseful timothy cutture. I refer to the 
matter of testing each seed before it is 
planted. Experiments at the Missouri Agri- 
cultural college show that in order to get 


best results the timothy seed should be care- 


fully wrapped in moist cloth and placed’ in 
a glass box to which air has free access. The 
box should be kept in a room the tempera- 
ture of which must not exceed 80 degrees F. 


nor fall below 60 degrees F. If the seed does 
not produce a plumule in from titree to ten 


days it is evident that its riability is lost. 
It is deemed advisable not to plant seed of 
this character. Seeds which put forth vig- 
orous plumules within the period indicated 


tay be planted according to Prof. Dibbins’ 


simple instructions, 
Effort is under way at several experiment 
stations to restore the germinating power 
of seeds which in tests show absence of the 
life germ. Dr, Nubbins of Arkansas affirms 
that success has been attained in many in- 
stances by boring a small hole in the end 
of a lifeless.seed and injecting therein three 
molecules of water taken from the Chicago 
drainage canal. Timothy seeds thus treated 
produce strong plants and yield a crop that 
is said to please all hayculturists, as* well 
as many of the fastidious citizens of St, 
Louls, who thrive on what generous Chi- 
cago discards.

William Ernest Mason was born in Frank- 
linville, Cattaraugus county, N. Y., July 7, 
1850. He studied law in Des Moines, Ia., and 
located in Chicago in 1873. He was elected 
to the general assembly in 1879, to the state 
senate in 1881, to the Fiftieth and Fifty-first 
congresses, and to the United States senate, 
which august body he jarred considerably 
by taking his seat March 4, 1807. His term 
as senator recently expired, and Mr. Mason 
became one of America's most distinguished 
has-beens.

This game is easily played. 
It requires two dice and ten 
fiags—five green and five red. 
The flags on this page can 
be used with pins as flag- 
staffs. 

The first player places the 
green flags at the starting 
points, 1, 3, 5, 7, 9, and the. 
second player the red ones 
likewise at 2, 4, 6,8, 10. The 
player who can fipst move his 
five flags from the starting 
points to their respective 
goals opposite wins the game. 

The players proceed as fol- 
lows: Each one throws a 
die, and the one who throws 
the highest number of points 
begins the game. 

The first player throws the 
two dice and advances his 


flags the number of spaces od ‘ 
indicated by the total number 

of points on, the dice thrown. 

For instance, if he has thrown e 
eight points, he may either 


advance one flag eight spaces, 
or one flag six and another 
two spaces, or four flags two 
epaces each, .ete.,, as he 
chooses. The second player 
does the same, and the play- 
ing thus continues to the end“ 
of the game. 

When two flags of the same 
color happen to come in the 
same row with only one space 
intervening, the opponent’s 
flags cannot pass between 


> 
> 
them unless the intervening > 
> 


space is one that contains a 
‘iamond. For example, the 
two green flags, 7 and 9, hav- 
ing been advanced nine spaces 
each, are in the same row 
with a blank space interven- — 
ing, and hence the red flag, 
4, cannot pass between them 
so long as they occupy this 
position. In this case’ the 
player must stop on the space 
immediately preceding the 
blank intervening space. But 
now suppose the two flags, 7 
and 9, have been advanced 
thirteen spaces each. They 
are then in the same row and | | 
the intervening space con- | = 
tains a diamond. In this case 
the red flag, 4, can pass be- 
tween the two without dif- 
ficulty. 

The skill of the player lie 
in so combining his plays that 
he will hinder his opponent 
as much ‘as possible from 
passing, while his own flags 
are being advanced towards 
the goal. 
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
